Mormon plural marriage is lioth over­ 
rated and underrated as a part of the 
Mormon policy. 
It n overrated as the 
whole of the system, and without which it 
will dissolve or will lie unobjectionable. It 
is underrated as a practice not essentially 
belonging to their system, and which they 
| will easily abandon. 
Iu the tirst place, if 
¡ polygomy were to cease, all the objections 
would remain to the Mormon system as a 
theocratic dominion of absolute powers, 
hostile to all other people, and by its very 
nature in antagonism to the National Gov- 
i eminent. 
In the second place, plurality 
of wives lias been given to the Saints by 
revelation through the prophet and founder 
of their Church, corroborated by the Jew­ 
ish scriptures, exemplified by the patri­ 
archs of the chosen race, whose daily walk 
was close with God, made a Mormon duty 
by giving a higher being in heaven to the 
Saint and his wives in proportion to their 
number, elevated by the suffering of per­ 
secution, and strongly worked into the so­ 
cial life. 


FIRST, SECOND AND THIRD. 
If they would give up polygamy, all ob­ 
jection- to a Mormon State would remain. 
Hut they will not give it up. 
It is so 
much a part of their revealed religion 
that the first wife cannot refu-e consent to 
another without renouncing the church. 
The system makes her give tiie second and 
the following to her husband in the secret 
rites of the Endowment ibm»e. 
And she 
finds it good to bring in a third to take 
down the airs of the second, and so on. 
Having had her turn in the man’s love, 
she takes her turo in intrigue of spite anil 
revenge. And the ma 11, obi iged by religious 
duty, watched over by the church authori­ 
ties in case he can support another wife 
and does not gather her, and promi ed a 
higher being in the next world, where his 
wives are counted to his glory, finds also 
more social pleasure in plurality of wives 
in this world than is generally thought. 
The common Gentile idea of the state of 
polygamous marriage is of the Bible pa­ 
triarchs, and it i.» elevated above the "social 
part. 
It thinks not of the difference be­ 
tween the monogamous marriage, by which 
the man “settles dowu,” and the polyga­ 
mous marriage in which the man still 
continues a marrying man—is more in the 
market than a single man, and is soon 
looking for new* loves, in»’ead of patriarch- 
all'* presiding over his hosehold. 
Thus it 
is that the married Mormon is a society 
buck, and that he continues a buck in so­ 
ciety as long as he lives. 
The society cus­ 
toms are found to promote this. 
The 
theatre aud the “social hall” for balls and 
other parties, are regular means. 
Danc­ 
ing is a means of polygamous grace. E ti­ 
quette requires the saint to dance once 
with each wife, and then he is free to go 
for the maiden», leaving the wives to be- 
flower the wall. 


ALW AYS A MARRYING MAN. 
It is difficult to conceive the social dif­ 
ference made by a system in which the 
married man continues a marrying man, 
and is always on the lookout for another. 
Without any compunction he goes about 
as a gallant or lover. 
H e runs a courtship 
to any length and heat, while his wives 
are “enjoying themselves” at home. 
This 
liberty has evolved the custom of long 
courtships. 
H"w pleasant to the wives 
when the man dresses in his best and goes 
abroad seeking to dev iur. 
They cannot 
ask hirn where he has spent tlie evening. 
He is doing a saint's religions duty, and is 
thereby exalting their state of being in 
tbe next world. And the good man makes 
religious duty a carnal pleasure. 
This 
works a great deal of courting and many 
marring chances to tlie girls. 
Tho old 
bucks and the young bachelors compete ior 
them. And they accept the situation with 
alacrity, each thinking she will bo the fav­ 
orite wife aud enjoying her triumph over 
the rest. 
This ia of polygamy at Salt L ike City, 
and among tlie rich aud well-to-do. 
But 
it has all degrees and phases, according to 
human conditions and human nature, down 
to that in which the taking of another 
wife is the addition of another servant to 
support the man. 
Nor is this limited to 
the poor. 
Naturally it hardens the heart 
of the rnau toward his wives, makes him 
insensible to their feelings, and puts them 
into a lower sphere. 
But besides being 
made a religious duty, it engages the pride, 
pleasure, passion and interest of the man. 
And they have no doubt of its righteous­ 
ness. 
In conversation with one of the 
pioneers on their religion, the remark that 
polygamy did not seem essential, and that 
the dropping of it might promote peace 
and their welfare, brought the impreg­ 
nable answer: “ Do you believe the Bible ?” 
They are a fearfully biblical people. 
Mor- 
monism is a bigger problem than is thought.

The primary oLjort,, as 1 take it, of pun- 
i-hip.g malefneiors is to make the n feel 
that they are -adoring the consequ-nce of 
their misdeeds; for, without the fear of 
punishment menacing the evil-doer*, crime 
wGuld rapidly increase ; and, as tlie inno­ 
cent community have already suffered l»y 
tlie commission of the crimino 1 act, 1 
think the public should not he cr.Hed upon 
to bear the additional burden that the 
maintenance of the malefactors in idle­ 
ness would entail. The labor of prisoners, 
during their incarceration, should go to­ 
wards defraying the expenses cf their con­ 
viction, and of maintenance while in 
prison, but their work should conflict as 
little as ]I'.ssible with free labor, as it would 
lie manifestly unjust for low-priced prison 
labor to compete again.it the honest arti­ 
san struggling to make a living for himself 
and family. This would necessarily limit 
the field of convict employment, ami I 
think, therefore, that pri oners should be 
employed on works of a public or quasi- 
puhlic nature, which would result in bene­ 
fit to the community as a whole, while 
not hurtful to the interests of the laboring 
classes. 
Several tvavt o ccu r to m e th a t m ig h t 
possibly tend towards making our prison 
self-supporting, am o n g th e m the e m p lo y ­ 
ment of prison labor in the construction of 
irrigating canals, manufacturing in cer­ 
tain lines, and tlie quarrying of sto n e a t 
Folsom for general and public use. 
Tlie first of these would materially aid 
in tin; development of the agricultural and 
pomoiogical resources of California, which 
art- 
fa-~t growing 
in 
importance, 
ara! 
would haye to be accomplished by the 
“ farming out” of piL.-mrs. milt-s the 
látate itself 
would 
inaugurate 
a sys­ 
tem on its own account, which is unlikely. 
But this scheme is open to the objection of 
competing with unskilled labor in the 
same employment. 
Such objection is a 
strong one and might possibly offset tlie 
advantages which the State as a whole 
would gain from the utilization of convict 
labor in this direction; but if found prac­ 
ticable, the plan would furnish employ­ 
ment for a long time to come, as our dry 
valleys need many miles of these canals in 
order to reach the highest state of cultiva­ 
tion. 
There is, however, a great need of manu­ 
factories in California, where we are at 
present engaged in developing the agricult­ 
ural resources of the State to a much 
greater extent than any other industry. 
As our State grows in importance, tlie 
necessity becomes greater for the produc­ 
tion at home of everything that is con­ 
sumed here, and the prosperity of Califor­ 
nia, in my judgment,depends as materially 
upon the establishment and operation of 
manufactories as upon the development of 
our agricultural resources. 
We arc now 
in the condition of a man who is using all 
his faculties for the purpose of feeding 
himself—letting all his other faculties lie 
idle, although fully competent not only to 
cloth himself, hut also to manufacture the 
implements with which to raise his grain 
and fruits. 
As it is best for the develop­ 
ment of the human body that all its parts 
be exercised, so in the body politic all in­ 
dustries should be fostered and developed 
to the end that the greatest number should 
be benefited by the strength derived from 
their association. 
1 am aware that a prejudice exists in the 
minds of the people against convict lalior, 
and, as stated previously, it is not right 
that the standard of wages should be re­ 
duced and legitimate business enterprises 
crippled 
by competition from such 
a 
source. 
But, so far the California State 
Prisons have not encroached on, or inter­ 
fered with the manufacturing industries in 
our midst to any great extent. 
Perhaps 
chiefly because there have been but few to 
interfere with. 
Still, there is a certain 
class of manufacture that prisoners could 
engage in without competition with out­ 
side tree labor to any damaging extent. 
Tlie manufacture of grain bags, now ear­ 
ned on a I San Quentin, has been appar- 
rently of benefit to the farmers, aud has 
saved the .State large sums of money. 
.However, 1 think it is only a question of 
time when all California graiu will be 
handled through elevators and shipped in 
bulk, as it is tlie custom in the Eastern 
States. 
This will not happen for some 
time, though, and meantime the jute ma­ 
chinery can he utilized as at present.

This would possess the advantage of en­ 
abling State officials to know what mater­ 
ial and workmanship went into the goods 
consumed by these institutions, and L think 
prove a saving in the long run. 
I under­ 
stand that there are uow 3,147 insane 
patients at Napa and Stockton combined, 
and the new asylum near San Jose will 
make room for more. 
The State Prisons 
at Folsom and San Quentin contains 1,779 
inmates. 
This makes a total o f 4,921 
}>orsons in the four institutions, which of 
itself creates a large consumption of what 
would be manufactured. 
It might also be 
found economical for tin; Stale to make 
equivalent donations of clothing and lioots 
and shoes to the various Orphan Asylums 
which are now aided by appropriations of 
money, or at least do bo in part; thus as­ 
sisting the State in furnishing work to its 
convicts while also lessening the drain on 
its 1 reasury. 
But in all these operations 
due regard should be had to the cost of 
manufacture, as the .State certainly can­ 
not afford to exjieud, in labor, the equiva­ 
lent of more than that for which it could 
parchase like goods in the open market; 
because in prison management, as in other 
joursuits, economy is the basis of thrift and 
financial soundness. 
To carry out this plan suitable buildings 
would have to be erected, either at ¡áau 
Quentin or at Folsom, and the proper ma­ 
chinery purchased for their equipment. 
1 
think the tact is beyond question that 
cheaper and better buildings for the money 
could be erected at Folsom, 
as 
there 
the State owns a valualde quarry of gran 
ite, and the buildings already erected at 
test the skill of the prison lalior that con 
struct cd 
them. 
Folsom 
also possesses 
advantages over San Quentin as a manu­ 
facturing center, because in the latter place 
steam power lias to be utilized, which is of 
necessity more costly than the fine water 
power available at Folsom, where the 
gorge of the American river concentrates 
the waters of an immense water-died, and 
where, by the construction of dams and 
reservoirs, the water could be controlled 
during the summer months. 
In fact, I 
think that even the manufacture c f jute 
and grain hags could be carried on more 
economically at Folsom than at San Quen­ 
tin, and thus it would be possible to hare 
the manufacturing industries uuder one 
superintendency, using San Quentin for 
the confinement of such prisoners as can­ 
not work, or have to be under continual 
constraint. 
\ \ e here in California arc just as neir 
the cotton producing belt as the manu­ 
facturing centers of New England. 
We 
are nearer, in fact in the midst of the 
wool producing districts, and I see no 
reason against our making not only all our 
own clothing, but also build np a center of 
manufacture which will supply the rapidly 
growing country west of the'Roci i s,’a«d 
enable us to compete witii other coolers for. 


leased by ‘lie State to advantage. 
Many 
people in the manufacturing industries 
have money sor.k in their building that 
they could w e to greater advantage in the 
handling of the business itself. 
T his might be better accomplished by 
having the State purchase the water privi­ 
leges along the river, which would control 
the situation, and I think tend to bring 
the people el California to a realization of 
the immense value of the wat r privileges 
running to waste -in our foothills. 
1 be­ 
lieve also that this example would give an 
impetus to the utilization of such re­ 
sources generally, and lessen—in fact grad­ 
ually crowd out—the competition of the 
Eastern States which now supply this en­ 
tire coast. 
For, considering the past, pres­ 
ent and prospective high price of coal 
(which is now $12 a ton, and it is pre­ 
dicted will ‘ spurt” up to $2-7 the coming 
winter), anil tiie immense quantities of 
wood and timber that ere being cut from 
forests and consumed yearly for fuel and 
Uj.ilding purposes, tlie cheapness and su­ 
periority of water over steam, for driving 
machinery, becomes apparent. 
Aside from the manufacturing aspect of 
this question o f prison development, there 
is still another channel in which sucli 
labor may he utilized. 
There is a great 
scarcity of stonecutters in California, and 
as tlie number of works made of stone has 
been gradually increasing the demand for 
stonecutters and masons has been gradu­ 
ally growing. 
This want has had to lie 
met by the importation from the East.

a- our community gets 
older, that there will be an increased de­ 
mand for this class of labor. 
Tlie State 
Prison at Folsom is especially adapted to 
the training of convicts in this liue, and 
would give the reformed crimin :1 a trade 
In which to earn an honest living. 
In “'line of the European countries— 
Germany, i taunt— ¡ am told that they 
have a considerably different idea, or 
rather a more elaborate idea of prison re­ 
form, and follow the principle that a per­ 
son who has once fallen into crime should 
be given an opportunity to reform, so that 
when prisoners emerge from jail, having 
served their sentence, the mere fact of 
having been in prison docs not debar them 
from employment. 
No secresy is observed, 
but a crime, when expiated, is to a certain 
extent ignored liy the people. 
The prison 
system there is to reform convicts, by 
making them self-supporting through the 
learning of a trade, so that when released 
they are generally first-class workmen in 
some department, and manufacturers have 
no hesitancy in employing them. 
The early houses of adobe, built by the 
Mission F’athers, are especially adapted to 
our hot climate, but alter all they were 
more or less a makeshift, being a prey to 
the elements, and, unless properly cared 
for, crumbled away. 
Buildings of stone 
arc more costly in their first expense, but 
are practically indestructible; and 1 think 
that, as our farmers prosper and they have 
time to consider the comfort of their sur­ 
roundings, available stone and brick will 
be utilized for buildings rather than wood, 
which, in the climate of the interior val­ 
leys, does not make a dwelling nearly as 
comfortable and cool as the old adobe 
ones. 
No better ¡dace can he found for the 
employment of malefactors than upon 
works of a strictly public character, which 
would, on account of their costliness, per­ 
haps be deferred for years or not under­ 
taken at all. 
1 have in mind the present 
condition of the water front in San Frau- 
ciseo, which is the property of tlie State, 
whose citizens pay the expense of its 
maintenance. 
Every dollar saved in tolls on commerce 
adds just so much to the wealth of the 
community, and instead of expending the 
exorbitant amounts necessary to pay for 
the construction and maintenance of the 
flimsy and fast decaying wharves which 
line our water-front, I think that money 
would be saved should it be spent in the 
construction of permanent 
stone 
piers 
which require little or no repairs, thus re­ 
ducing the heavy expense which the State 
now incurs. 
I think this utilization of 
prison labor upon the State’s own property 
along this sea-wall would furnish employ­ 
ment for years to come, at the same time 
adding immense value to that properly 
and furthering the prosperity of the largest 
city upon tlie coast, in which the whole 
■Slate is interested, l'rotn the fact that tlie 
State owns a quarry within the prison 
grounds at Folsom, upon which prison 
labor could lie engaged, I estimate that the 
cost of constructing such stone piers could 
possibly lie brought down within a limit 
which would justify the State's entering 
upon the building of them. 
Permanency 
of improvement is what we should struggle 
for, and I think that this could be attained 
by tlie mode suggested more cheaply than 
any other way which at present occurs to 
my mind. 
I inclose you herewith copies of memo­ 
randa showing the dimension and cost of 
the only two stone piers erected in New 
York:

RIVER. 
This pier is 45 feet w ide by 285 feet long. It is 
built upon uneven rock lev elel off by concrete 
m bags for a foundation of the sub-piers.

You will notice that Pier No. 1, built 
under the Tweed regime, cost $<700,000, 
wliile I ier- A, built under the su¡<crvi- 
sion of General McClellan, cost $128,000. 
This difference is due partlv to the mode 
of construction. 
But I think the expenses 
of other work during tlie Tweed regina1 
would psssibiy account for a very large 
portion of it. 
W hile I have no detailed 
kucw ledge of the expense attached to such 
work, I am inclined to the opinion that bv 
the ase of prison labor iu tlie quarrying 
and cutting of the stone, we could "con­ 
struct a pier here, similar to Pier *‘ A ” in 
New York, for about $100,000— if not less. 
Nothing can be done without a beginning, 
aod 1 would advocate the erection of at 
least one or more of such piers iu Man 
F'ranctsco in the near future, fax per cent, 
upon the above estimate (which, i>( course, 
upon detailed plans being made, might 
prove inadequa e), would represeni an 
annual interest of only $6,000, and I haye 
no doubt that the investment would net 
more than that amount to the State, as I 
there would be no repairs, etc., necessary, f 


which is not the case with wooden wharves. 
Thc facing of the sea-wall with granite 
instead of loose rock as at present done, 
would, I think, be a step iu the right 
direction, if the State is not prepared to 
build the piers. 
W e are now enjoying an 
increased tide of immigration throughout 
the 
State, from 
which 
consideration 
(coupled with a natural increase of the 
numbers already here), I would not be 
surprised if our population doubled during 
the next ten years; and as a Californian 
and a San F'ranciscan, I am interested in 
seeing these improvements carried along 
our city front, for 1 consider that they 
would be alike conducive to the speedy 
and commercial advancement of the city 
itself. 
I could enter into more detail concerning 
this last ¡iroiKisition, which I consider im­ 
portant, ¡mt I have already made this let­ 
ter longer than I intended, and will there­ 
fore leave for our future consideration 
whatever else there may he to say upon 
the subject. 
i am glad that the State lias such prac­ 
tical thinkers as yourself on the Board of 
Penological Management, and I trust that 
your good self and associates may find 
some means of solving tlie problem of 
prison lalior which will prove alike bene­ 
ficial to the State and elevating to tlie 
morals of the prisoners them elves. 
In closing this communication, which 1 
hope will be of interest even if all the 
views expressed loe not original, I desire to 
summarize the suggestions made in the 
foregoing. 
They are: 
First— Necessity that criminals he pun­ 
- iied, and desirability of reducing to the 
minimum attendant expenses which it dc- 
volves upon the State to defray. 
Second—How such reduction can be ae- 
i • ’.nplished, viz: 
Rendering all prisons 
self-supporting through constant employ­ 
ment of malefactors, which work would 
also be of prospective benefit to the pris­ 
oners themselves. 
Third— It being desirable that prison 
labor do uot compete with free labor or 
conflict with its interests, the malefactors 
should be employed on work of a public 
ur quasi-public nature such as: The build­ 
ing of irrigating canals. 
Manufacturing 
supplies for consumption of State institu­ 
tions, and for “equivalent donation” pur­ 
poses. 
Necessity in such cases that suit­ 
able manufactories be erected. 
Reasons 
why Folsom should be chosen as scene of 
such operations rather than San Quentin. 
It neither of the above aveuues of em­ 
ployment lie desirable, the quarrying and 
dressing of granite for: 
(a)—Erection of 
series of manufactories to be leased to the 
public, or, (b)— Building of piers in San 
F'rancisco seawall.

A L ist o f T erm s U sed by C ooks an d 
E p icu res. 
A Hernando— The white sauce known as 
volante, thickened with cream and whites 
of eggs and seasoned with nutmegs and 
lemon juice. 
Angelica—A plant preserved in syrup 
and much used to ornament pastry tarts, 
etc.

Aspic Jelly—Transparent jelly made 
from meat and mostly used to garnish fancy 
dishes. 
' 
Ait-bleu— i ¡mi dressed so as to give it a 
bluish tint. 
Baba— .V very light plum cake. 
Bain-Marie—A loose-bottomed vessel or 
cistern to be put on a hot hearth or stove 
and partly filled with hot water, in which 
to keep sauces, soups, etc., up to scalding 
heat without burning or reducing the 
quantity. 
Bard—Thin slices of fat bacon used to 
cover any meat or game when “ larding” 
is uot preferred. 
Bechamel— A French white sauce made 
from ham, veal, onions, and a variety of 
seasoning. 
Similar to volante, save that 
the latter is chiefly made of poultry, etc., 
instead of meats. 
Beignet— A fritter of any kind—fruit, 
vegetable, meat, etc.—that is dipped iu 
batter or egg and fried. 
Blance—A white broth in which to boil 
poultry, lamb, etc., in order to make them 
look white. 
Clanch—To boil by first putting into 
cold water, boiled, strained, and then 
plunged into cold water. 
Tlie outside 
skins of almonds are removed in this wav, 
and are thus whitened. 
Blauquettes—Thin slices of any white 
meat warmed up in white sauce and thick­ 
ened with yolk of eggs. 
Boudin—An entree or side-dish ¡ire- 
pared with any kind of quenelle or force­ 
meat. 
Bouilli—Beef long stewed and served 
with sauce. 
Bouillon—The common soup or broth of 
France. 
Braise— A mode of stewing in a close- 
covered vessel so that none of the flavor 
can escape. 
Bisque—A shell-fish soup. 
Brotche—A spongy cake something like 
bath buns. 
Calipash—Tlie glutiuous meat of the 
upper shell of a turtle. 
Calipee—The glutinous meat 
of tin 
lower shell of a turtle. 
Caramel—Sugar boiled till the water all 
evaporates and then used for ornamental 
purposes. 
Casserole— A stew pan ; aiso a rice crust 
molded in form of a pic, baked and filled 
with puree or mince of game or a blan- 
quette of white meat, as given under that 
name above. 
Compote— Fruit stewed and served with 
syrup.

I have met a number of American fami­ 
lies, now living in Costa Rica, who declare 
they would not exchange their homes Itere 
for the best the United States can afford. 
And, indeed, with proper surroundings 
Ghat is, with the loved ones at hand), one 
may live an ideal life iu Hispano-America, 
environed by snow-capped 
¡teaks 
and 
picturesque beauty, uuder skies as blue as 
those 01 “Naples, the Beautiful,” with 
health, pleutyand contentment among the 
other products of one’s farm in the tropics. 
If Paradise is ultimately to be located 
on tins terrestrial sphere, as many suppose, 
it will surely occupy a position" half-way 
up some tropic mountain— in the tierra 
templada of ( 'cutral or South America, or 
in the Himalyas or W est Indies—where 
altitude a little higher or lower confers all 
those favors which in other countries re­ 
sult only from complete change of loca­ 
tion.

cents per hundred pounds ! 
Coffee sepa­ 
rated in this manner commands the high­ 
est price, and one generous New Englander 
finds no lack of w illing hands, since tie 
pays the unusually high compersatiou of 
30 cents pet 100 pounds. 
Said he, in the 
quaint vernacular of the section he hailed 
from, “ I hain’t got the heart to see them 
bare-legged critters humped over all day 
for less wages than that, for not one on’em 
can sort more than fifty pounds between 
sun up and dark.” 
If one is going to start a coffee plantation 
the best way is to obtain plants about six 
months old, and set them six feet apart, 
in rows eight or ten feet wide. 
This gives 
ample room between for corn, pineapples, 
bananas, tobacco or whatever one wishes 
I to cultivate for immediate profit, besides 
providing for the sure growth of the trees 
! in years to come. 
Most planters have 
found it best to raise bananas with their 
coffee, because 
those

hushes not only afford the dense shade that

Not long ago 1 accepted an invitation 
to spend a fortnight :q the plantation o f a 
New Euglauder who resides midway be­ 
tween Matina and San Jose. 
This worthy 
gentleman, with his wife and three small 
children, came to Costa Rica about twelve 
years ago, after having failed in business 
in the over-crowded North.

gether the remnant of his fortune, he had, 
when arrived here, barely money enough 
teclear the land for which he owed the 
Government, and though the first six 
months was hard squeezing to maintain 
his family, he succeeded beyond his wild­ 
est hopes. To-day he is not" only free from 
debt and owns a home beautiful enough to 
satisfy the most ¡esthetic, but has a hand­ 
some surplus well invested and a sure 
income growing up all around him. 
The sincere good-will of the Costa Rican 
Government—or its wisdom in wishing to 
encourage immigration—is proved bv the 
liberal inducements held out to those who 
will come and make homes here. In order 
to purchase public lands in this republic it 
is not necessary to possess much ready 
money, for a buyer may become a debtor 
to the National Treasury, and pay at his 
own convenience. 
'These lands," which 
vary in value according to their distance 
front the centers of population, are sold at 
public auction. 
For instance, two acres 
near San .Jose will probably bring about 
$150. while beyond the mountains, in those 
vast forests to the north and south, 120 
acrts of really better land may be pur­ 
chased for $50. 
The natives estimate the 
cost of clearing and preparing land for 
crops at about $10 per acre; hut no doubt 
an energetic Yankee farmer would accom­ 
plish it for half that sum. 
Having paid to 
the Government a certain amount of pur­ 
chase money (in most cases the merest 
trifle), he takes possession of the land and 
retains it, “ long as grass grows and water 
runs,” paving on the balance a yearly in­ 
terest of four cent. 
Of course, "as long as 
tlie debt remains unpaid, he has no deed 
to the estate, which he may bequeath or 
otherwise dispose of; but "he has a fair 
chance of settling the score, and mean­ 
while the yearly interest amounts to verv 
small rent. 
* 
Of all tropical countries, Costa Rica’s 
soil and climate is most inviting to the 
immigrant, and best adapted to Americans 
and Europeans, because it is about the 
only one in which native productions can 
be raised with profit and impunity by free 
white lalior. 
To be sure, along the" low­ 
lands of laith the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts the climate is absolutely fatal; but 
there are plenty of mountain * vallevs 
farther inland, from 3,000 to 5,000 feet 
above the level of the sea, where no at­ 
mosphere cun be more healthful and no 
soil more fertile. 
In tlie central port ion 
of the country, in tlie neighborhood of the 
capital, the thermometer ranges between 
65° and 75c from year to year. 
Not onlv 
tropical fruits are grown in the Acadian 
valleys, hut American corn, grain and 
vegetables, pumpkins, peaches, apples, etc., 
English wheat and clover, anu potatoes 
that would water the mouth of an Emerald 
Islander. 
iSenor Astaburiaga, who is undoubted 
authority, says that the yet unappropriated 
public lands in Northern Costa Rica—not 
to mention those in the south and west— 
amount to more than a million acres. The 
valley of Orosi alone has ample room for 
200.000 farmers, and is capable of yielding 
two full crops of wheat and three crops of 
com in a year. 
In fact, all over the 
country, from 
Lake Nicaragua to tlie 
i ’anatnian frontier, are valleys where whole 
nations, such as Portugal" and Holland, 
could find ample room and the best of 
living. 
But to return to our New England cof- 
fee-planter. 
His is a typical cnj'etal, about 
4.000 feet above sea level, in a region 
which so harmoniously blends the best of 
soil and climate, that he raises the produc­ 
tions of both temperate anil torrid zones— 
hedging his corn fields with giant “cen­ 
tury” plants, his wheat with cocoa palms 
olives, pumpkins and ¡lomegranates grow­ 
ing siile by side with potatoes and pine­ 
apples, and cultivating oranges and apples 
in the same orchard. 
Though our friend has millions of cof­ 
fee trees, he assures us that ten acres is 
quite enough for a coflfee grove, all that 
one individual can well attend to, and will 
yield a handsome income. 
Coffee is not a 
bush, as many suppose, but a tree, which 
will shoot up thirty or forty feet if al­ 
lowed to grow. When properly cultivated 
it is nipped off about six feet faom the 
ground, thus presenting a surface from 
which the berries can easily be picked,and 
permitting the main stalk to gain greater 
strength. 
The tall shrubs, with their glossy, dark- 
green leaves, somewhat resemble magno­ 
lias, but the starry, snow-white flowers 
remind one of orange blossoms, in all but 


.

is 
lorian, speaking of the nutritive power of 
the banana, says that one acre of them 
will support fifty persons; while an acre 
sown with wheat will support only two 
persons. 
H e asserts that the nutritive 
powers of this fruit are forty-four times 
greater than that of the potato, aud 133 
times greater than that of wheat. 
Dried plátanos are a great branch of 
trade in Costa Rica, and, with their black, 
shrivelled skins and flavor of smoked hum 
or spoiled fish, are as highly relished by 
the natives as disliked by* most Americans. 
There are different varieties of the fruit 
and they are used in various ways—fresh, 
dried, fried, boiled, etc. 
In less than a 
year after planting, tlie fruit ntav some­ 
times be gathered, and afterwards 
the 
owner has but to cut away* the old stem 
and leave a “ sucker,” which will produce 
auother crop, three months later. 
It is historically stated that the banana 
is not indigenous to tlie American conti­ 
nent, but was brought over by a Spanish 
friar, first to Santo Domingo" 
If so, its 
adopted country agrees with it far better 
than its native land ; but there are many 
proofs that it did exist in this hemisphere 
long before the sixteenth century, and that 
the Spaniards did no more than increase 
the number of indigenous species. 
The 
wonderful facility with which it is propa­ 
gated renders it a great incentive to indo­ 
lence—for why should one “ work for a 
livin g” when nature lias provided some­ 
thing within reach of one’s hand which 
is all a man really needs to sustain life? 
_ It will be remembered that coffee was 
first introduced into the West Indies as 
late as 1714, and thence advanced into 
“ New Spain ” by Help of the Spanish con­ 
querors. Since 1819, when the good Padre 
Yalovedo planted the first tree in his 
door-yard, in Cartago, the cultivation of 
tlie plant in Costa Rica has steadilv in­ 
creased. 
In the year 1850 the yield" w.is 
officially* figured at fourteen million pounds, 
anil now the average crop is not less than 
7 ),000,000 pounds per annum. 
A few miles out from San Jose, toward 
the plains of Carmen, tlie traveler comes 
upon the first of the plantations. 
F'rom 
that point outward they occupy the entire 
valley, besides the dry beds of several an 
cient lakes. 
Thousands of isolated planta­ 
tions arc scattered all over the country 
in the mountain valleys, and on elevated 
plateaus, even as high'as 7,000 feet above 
the sea—and their number is constantly* 
increasing. 
The grand secret of Costa Rica's indus­ 
try in time of peace and her past success 
in war is that at least two-thirds of the 
native population are land-owners. 
A l­ 
most every man you meet has his little 
ranch, more or less well-stocked with oxen, 
donkeys, pigs and poultry. Even tlie bare- 
tooted Indian we see carting coffee to tiie 
nearest port, or carrying it in ox-hide 
hampers balanced eaeli side of a mule, is 
a land proprietoi of some pretensions, and 
is as likely to be “ toting ” his own cofiee 
as that of another man. 
Whether his fee- 
simple estate is large or small, it makes 
him a good citizen and a brave soldier, in 
support of his home. F a n n ie R. W a r p .

Monstrous serpent», appa­ 
rently several hundred feet long, some­ 
times with riders on their hacks, men on 
horseback twenty feet high, animals and 
the sun, on j birds of all kinds of horrible Shapes, seem 
Tlipn tliov I to be scouring past, racing and chasing 
each other until they are lost in the dark­ 
ness of the flying mists. 
One scarcely knows which to wonder at 
the most, or think which is tlie strangest, 
the phenomena of the mirages with these 
horrible images, or the remains of these 
gigantic animals. 
The natives occupying the territory ad­ 
jacent to Mount St. Elias 
have "their 
headquarters rt Yakutat bay. 
The natu­ 
ral products of this section are of such a 
quality and quantity as to make the heart 
of tlie average Indian glad, and the ap­ 
pearance of the natives show that they pro­ 
vide well for themselves, aud there does 
not appear to be the some lieggarly squalor 
that generally characterizes the Indian 
among these people. 
They are generally 
well fed and clothed, and", although not 
lazy and idle, they live a remarkable easy 
and comfortable life. 
F'ish and game of 
most all kinds are to be had for the tak­ 
ing, and only a few weeks’ labor is neces­ 
sary, as a general thing, to provide for the 
remainder of the year. 
Although there 
are no deer to be found in that country, 
there are mountain goats and sheep in 
abundance, and which are of greater serv­ 
ice to them than the deer, as their thick, 
oily coats of woo! provide them with 
warm, comfortable clothing, superior to 
that of the deerskin, and their flesh is 
equally as good, while their horns are use­ 
ful for making spoons and other needed ar­ 
ticles. 
Bear, wolf, martin, fox, ermine, 
sea otter, seal, etc., are abundant, while 
halibut, cod, salmon, etc., indispensable 
articles of diet with them, literally swarm 
in the waters of the bays and streams. 
^ Their berry crop never fails. 
¡Salmon 
berries, 
huckleberries, cranberries 
and 
strawberries grow in profusion. 
Thou­ 
sands of acres of low land along the gla­ 
ciers, in front of them and ou each side of 
them, extending sometimes entirely to the 
coast, are thickly covered with large and 
luscious 
strawberries. 
These immense 
strawberry beds are as wonderful as the 
glaciers themselves. 
Right up under the 
glare of the huge rivers of ice and snow 
the delicious fruit grows uncultivated, 
sweet and ripe, of excellent flavor, and so 
thick that for miles one could not travel 
over the ground without crushing them 
under tlie feet.—Juneau (Alaska) Mining 
Record. 
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S in gu lar M irages 
Along the coast region, southeast from 
Yakutat bay, between the beach and the 
St. Elias Alps, lies a most remarkable 
tract, which is a veritable wonderland, 
and which is destined to furnish a large 
amount of material for museums, as well 
as problems for naturalists to solve. 
This 
section ol the country is for most part a 
low, sandy flat, generally bare next the 
coast, but covered profusely nearer the 
foot of the range of mountains with a 
growth of small timber and brush, inier- 
s¡iersed with lakes, swamps and glades. 
Grass grows luxuriantly, and were it not 
for the evidences of a genera! annual flood, 
this would he an ideal stock range. 
At 
this season of the year most all kinds of 
game abound except deer. 
Some of the 
boars in this country are of immense size. 
Along the water courses the sand and 
mud were literally covered with hear 
signs; tiie track of one monster, who 
seemed to lie monarch of the country, 
measured twenty-two inches from heel to 
toe. 
Ou some of these long, low flats are found 
skeleton remains of some gigantic animal, 
some of which ¡ire in a good state of pres­ 
ervation. 
A joint bone twenty inches in 
diameter and about three feet in length 
was found standing upright near a hole 
which had once been its bed, it having 
been placed in its present position but a 
short time before by some other party. 
Long bones, sections of back, bones and 
ribs and other boues and pieces of liones 
were found lying exposed, or nearly so, 
while others only show pieces protruding 
from the sand, gravel and clay. 
A rough 
measurement of one of the largest riris, 
that lay flat and almost wholly on top the 
ground, showed it to lie about sixteen feet 
in length. 
Picture an image of an animal 
whose skeleton rib is of that length; 
clothe the skeleton with flesh, skin and 
perhaps a growth of shaggy hair ; mount 
it upon legs and view the monster. 
It 
will not lie a difficult matter to secure 
some of these wonderful curiosities. 
Over this waste of sand, mud and gravel 
are scattered stranded trees, logs, stumps 
and snags. 
Most wonderful mirages are seen durini* 
the days and twilights, and mimic lakes 
and water courses fringed with vegetation 
mirrored upon the surface, while 
the 
grassy mounds, stumps, trees, logs and 
root.-,, which have an actual existence, are 
distorted and magnified into tiie sha¡ies of 
hnge, ungainly animals and reptiies of 
enormous projjortions. 
The fogs and mists 
are driven across these wastes bv the

worms. 
Worms they eat raw just as they 
dig them from the earth. 
They eat snakes 
of all kinds. 
“ Tlie blacks are not prolific, a couple 
seldom having three children. 
The wo­ 
men, of course, are brutally abused by the 
malas and kept in the most degraded "state 
of servitude. 
When a black wants a wife 
lie falls upon some young woman, chokes 
her so she cannot cry out, and runs with 
her into the bush. 
There he must stay 
with her for three or four months. 
He 
cannot return to his own tribe until the 
expiration of this period. 
When he does 
take her hack, if she utters no complaint of 
hunger against him—that is if she does not 
show that he has utterly failed to supply 
her with sufficient worms, kangaroo meat 
and snakes— he can keep her. 
But for a 
year he must stay out of the way of her 
tribe, for if they catch him they will kill 
him and take tlie young woman back. The 
sign of the married state adopted by tlie 
woman is the pulling out of one front 
tooth. 
When the male becomes a bene­ 
dict he indicates the joyful fact by cutting 
off the little finger of his right" hand ;U 
the 
first 
joint. 
They 
live in 
low, 
skin-covered huts, and I think are in every 
respect beneath the North American In­ 
dian in intelligence.”— Chicago Herald. 


T h e V in ey a rd s o f F ra n ce. 
The prize of $60,000, remarks tlie New 
York Times, offered some years ago by the 
French Government to any one who should 
invent a remedy for that destructive dis­ 
ease of the vine, phylloxera, has not vet 
been awarded, although experiments with 
some of the remedies proposed have yielded 
encouraging results. 
The l i ess caused by 
this disease are enormous. 
About one-half 
of the vineyards of l'rance have been to­ 
tally destroyed by it. 
Mr. Roosevelt, our 
Consul at Bordeaux, reports that the loss 
caused directly by the destruction of vines 
is thus far §1,440,000,000, to which should 
be added more than $760,000,000 expended 
for wine and dried grapes imported to 
make good the shortage, raising the total 
loss to $2,000,000,000. 
The value of wine 
imported into F'rance to be “ doctored ” in 
various ways for use at home and sale 
abroad as the product of French vineyards, 
has risen from $1,670,348 in 1875 to $109,­ 
000,000 in 1887.

In packing, the cluster 
is lifted with the thumb and finger of one 
hand, and with the sharp-pointed grape- 
scissors in the other, all green, imperfect 
and bruised berries are deftly and rapidly 
removed.

The packers soon learn to place 
in the clusters so as to fill the baskets even 
and level. 
The Concord is never fit for 
shipping long distances without being 
carefully picked and then wilted before 
packing. 


M o th -In fested C arp ets. 
If carpets are badly infested, says a Scotch 
contemporary, they* should be taken up 
and licaten and swept thoroughly. 
Before 
relaying,scrub tlie floor with hot'water,get­ 
ting plenty of it in the seams and crevices. 
Give the floor time to dry, and then, with 
a feather or small brush, smear kerosene 
under the baseboards and in the cracks. 
Place all around the edges a strip of tarred 
paper, or heavy paper soaked in melted 
tallow, either of which will prevent the 
insects 
from 
getting 
underneath 
the 
edges, where the 
destruction 
generally 
begins. If their ravages are just beginning, 
aud the carpet does not otherwise need 
taking up, put a wet cloth over the spots 
infested, and press heavily with a very hot 
iron. 
The steam thus driven through the 
carpet will destroy all eggs and larva>. 


Never have the fairy tales of science 
found a more brilliant exponent than in 
the person of Sir Frederick Bramwell, 
whose address to the British Association is 
now engaging the attention of the world. 
Choosing the prime movers for his text, the 
distinguished lecturer proceeded to jioint 
out “ the tendency of applied science to 
transfer all work not requiring the direct 
operation of intelligence, from men to 
machines. 
H ie human being, it would 
seem, is too valuable an ¡irticle to be em­ 
ployed at mere mechanical toil. 
The in­ 
troduction of prime movers tends more 
and more to render it difficult, if not im­ 
possible, tor a human being to obtain a living 
by unintelligent work, and so to eliminate 
all human beings who are incapable of 
other than purely mechanical labor.” 
_ The engine, and the engine’s functions 
formed the burden of this mo- luminous 
address, in which is contained a prophety 
that for men who do not think m cannot 
control, there will ultimately lie no room 
on this planet. 
In particular, the lecturer 
referred to the immense displacement of 
labor which the marine engine has effected. 
To generate the horse power required for 
driving a Cunarder across tlie Atlantic, 
there would be needed no fewer than 234,­ 
000 galley-slaves, half of which number 
would have to be constantly at the sweeps, 
while the other shift was resting. 
So far, 
however, from the steamship competing 
with labor, it was really friendly to it, 
calling forth energies which but for the 
invention of steam would never have 
found a field tor their exercise. 
In con­ 
clusion, Sir F'rederiek defended his science 
ftom_ the imputation of being earthv and 
unspirittial, and pointed to the example of 
the lighthouse on the lonely rock at sea, 
to ship-building, to the spanning of valleys, 
and to the piercing of mountains, as work 
of the civil engineer “ consistent with 
true poetical feeling, aud worthy of tiie 
highest order of intellect.” 


A distinguished electrician, Mr. Preeoe, 
asserts of his favorite element that it is a 
most unreliable means for terminating ani­ 
mal existence, aud certainly not to be de­ 
pended on for putting an end to the life of a 
iellow creature. According to this author­ 
ity, rabbits have been known to survive a 
shock from the most powerful induction 
coil ever made, “while the insensibility 
produced by a severe shock is in most 
cases a mere semblance of death, the real­ 
ity being dissipated by tlie patient subse­ 
quently coming to,” 
It is well known 
that electricity cannot generate life, and 
now grave 
doubts 
are entertained 
as 
to its power to extinguish it.

To weigh one’s words is an expression 
that we are all familiar with, but it has 
remained for an ingenious Italian to apply 
the standard of avoirdupois to the much 
more elusive phenomena ot thought.

“ FIVE P E R ( ENT. 
REDUCTION ” 


Your circular asking for 
of the candidates for the 
Presidency, is received. 
Circumstances 
have prevented a reply before this time, 
but it is perhaps not too late to answer your 
courteous request. 
The circular is ad­ 
dressed to me as one who voted for Grover 
Cleveland in 1884, and, if not favoring his 
election now, you ask me if I have any ob­ 
jection to stating my reasons in full. In 
my view, there are many, but I will state 
only a few of them, and such as seem to be 
consequential. 
First, every objection by Republicans to 
the candidate of 1SS4 has been disposed of 
in the candidacy of Benjamin Harrison. 
No better man than he has appeared in our 
public lite. He is not a passive, hut a pos­ 
itive man, the record of whose life is open 
to the country. In at least one respect it 
far exceeds that of his opponent. During 
th? war of the rebellion, while the one was 
Bnugly at home, not even burdened with 
civil cares, the other put his life in issue 
that we might continue to be a nation ; 
and. surely, there was no little merit in 
that. 
In a speech that I made for Cleveland in 
18*4 1 said : that his election would take 
off the alleged pressure from the people of 
the South, and with it the “ solid South ” 
might or would become a thing of the past, 
and I hoped for this, as a consummalion 
devoutely to be wished. But now, after 
nearly four years, during which time the 
South has become a potent force in the ad­ 
ministration of the Government, there are 
no differences upon the issues which di­ 
vide the people of the Northern States. 
There is 
but one undivided “ solid 
South,’’ without the pretense that a single 
electoral vote will be cast there save for the 
candidate of the Democratic party. It goes 
without successful contradiction that 
in 
most of the States cf the South, solidified 
upon sectional feeling, voters must vote the 
Democratic ticket or not vote at all. Even 
if permitted to vote in those States, such 
votes are overborne by manufactured ma­ 
jorities, shamelessly uttered; while 
in 
every State of the North men vote as they 
choose without fear or favor. 
The Democratic President whom I helped 
to elect might electrify the North by a just 
and courageous word in condemnation of 
fraud and force in the elections at the 
South, but no such word has been spoken. 
In every department of the Government 
Mr. Cleveland has given preference to men 
of the Southern States, and not always 
judiciously. The leading Law Office is 
filled by one who commanded rebel forces 
in the field; and who, in his great office, 
has employed its powers to build interests 
for himself and his friends. There has 
be,;;¡ no more flagrant action in the history 
of our Government than that taken by the 
Attorney-General, in his relation to the 
litigation against the Bell Telephone pat­ 
ents. It is a scandal of the first magni­ 
tude and stands unredresscd by the Presi­ 
dent. 
In this connection, also, and upon gen­ 
era. principles, the selection of the 'late 
Secretary of Interior, and his subsequent 
promotion to be a Justice of the Supreme 
Court, is a discredit to Mr. Cleveland. If 
he thought there shouid be a Southern 
Justice on the Supreme Bench, there were 
many from whom he might have chosen 
who would have been unobjectionable. 
Out of the sixty millions of our people, 
hese lected a man who, doing all he could 
at home todeslroy his country, went abroad 
as representative of the “Confederacy,” to 
offer in European shambles American in­ 
terests and honor for sale to the highest 
bidder, the highest bidder being the one 
who would agree to do us the greatest 
amount of injury in exchange for a part of 
the national inheritance. As it seems to 
me, luis comes near perfidy. If public of­ 
fice is a trust, what shall we say or think of 
a trustee who thus executes the trust? 
Mr. Cleveland is a strong man, and 
seemingly dares do things at which other 
men would hesitate ; but I think that in 
these and in many other cases, lie has dared 
to do wrong, and no man is strong enough 
to do this with impunity. 
On the tariff question I differ essentially 
from the President. 
He evidently be­ 
lieves that every man should buy in the 
cheapest market, and to that end laws 
which he thiuks hinder free trade should 
be modified and changed. 
I do not accuse the President of a desire 
to abolish all duties ou imports. 
He does 
n o t; but be argues that a material reduc­ 
tion of such duties will contribute to the 
best interests of all our people. The record 
of our national experience on this general 
subject is against him, and bear out the 
proposition ihat it is better policy and bet­ 
ter statesmanship to pay even more to our 
own people for the supply of our wants, 
than less to anv foreign people. 
• 1 believe the home market is of more 
consequence to the American people and 
producer than the foreign market is. I 
think we should aim at preserving the one, 
and dividing the other with foreign peo­ 
ples. There are things we cannot produce, 
and those we should buy as low as possible 
front the foreign trader. There are other 
things of which we have a surplus, and 
they will buy of us. 
In the adjustment of duties on imports, 
regard should be carefully had to the worker 
for wages here, and to the capital employed 
also. I do not think the majority of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, of Mr. 
Carlisle's appointment, carrying out the 
views of Mr. Cleveland on this subject, a 
safe or wise one to intrust with this work. 
In my opinion, it shonld not be done by 
those who deride American mnaufacturers, 
joined by all the free traders in this and 
other countries. Horace Greeley used to 
say that every Democrat was not a horse- 
tb’ief, but every horse-thief is a Democrat. 
So every Democrat is not a free trader, yet 
every free trader is a Democratic voter. 
Those philosophers and humanitarians, 
who in those matters see the whole world 
akin, are not safe gaides. Political and 
economical affairs demand that we look 
carefully to the interests and welfare of 
our own, while we may look kindly upon 
all mankind. 
I must say, I have the 
warmest impulses for our own people, and 
therefore am for due protection to Amer 
ican labor and capital. 
Thus, I point out a few of the reasons 
why I prefer Harrison to Cleveland, and be­ 
lieving, as I do, that he represents better 
and wiser policies on this and other sub­ 
ject. 1 will support him. 
A llow me to say a word of Mr. Blaine 
before I close. There are those who, hav­ 
ing been Republicans, but who did not 
choose him for President in 188i, now 
seem to object to Harrison because he re­ 
ceives Mr. Blaine's support. 
W ith due 
respect, I think this almost inane. Do they 
suppose that a strong individuality such as 
that gentleman possesses is to lie supinely 
by during a great contest for the powers of 
this Government? 
Mr. Blaine has a 
msghi v following. It is not of a corrupt or 
mean horde of men who are beaten into 
line by a satrap, but of free citizens who 
hold him in admiration. 
Are there any who would choose that 
those powers should be used against the 


Mr. B lain e Considers It, aud A sks Som e 
Very H ard Q uestions. 
In his recent speech at Evansville, In­ 
diana, Mr. Blaine devoted himself to show 
the fallacy of Mills' figures wherein lie 
claimed that his bill reduces the tariff but 
five per cent. What does Mills mean, he 
asks, when he says the reduction is only on 
the average five per cent ? Will he face' the 
wool-growers of Indiana, from whom he 
s'rips every article of protection, and tell 
them he has reduced them only five per 
cent.? Will he tell 
this to the lumber 
manufacturers in the largest hard-wood 
market in the world, in this very county, 
after having put their product on the free 
list? Will he say the same thing to the 
salt producers cf Michigan? and I may re­ 
peat the inquiry as to numberless pursuits 
which he thruA down from fair protection 
to the free list. Will be tell them all to 
submit because of the widespread fallacy 
that the average reduction ou the whole is 
only five per cent ? What is it to those in­ 
dustries that are stripped naked whether 
the avera6e is five per cent, or 500 percent.? 
In either or any event they are thrust out 
iDto the cold. 
Mr. Mills in his speech does me the honor 
to quote what I said upon reaching home 
from abroad, to the effect that the tariff is 
primarily for the protection of American 
labor. I think any man is blind who does 
not see, and is practically dumb who does 
not say the same thing. Let me illustrate : 
Mills proposes to take the tariff from wool 
and give to our manufacturers wool from 
Australia as cheap as they get it in Eng­ 
land. I will take" that as’ a test case, for 
wool is made a test case in Mills’ bill. The 
wool being the same, the light aud water 
being the same, and necessity for human 
labor being the same, how shall we make 
woolen goods here to compete with the 
cheap woolen goods in England unless we 
reduce the wages of the workingmen far 
below the rate now paid ? 
A man might as well try to controvert a 
proposition in geometry as to dispute the 
fact that if we are driven todo that very 
thing the inevitable result must be one of 
two things, viz : 
That we must lose the 
markets for wools in this country or must 
reduce the wages of the laborit'g men to an 
amount of from BO to 40 per cent. Presi­ 
dent Clevclam; evidently anticipates that 
result, for, not long ago, when’ blankets 
were to be purchased for our army, pro­ 
posals were invited from foreign countries 
as well as from our American manufact­ 
urers, and an English firm, bidding the 
lowest by a few cents, was awarded the 
contract. The money was carried out of 
the country, and English workmen were 
preferred to American workmen by the 
Administration for the avowed reason that 
they work cheaper. The question, as I 
have said, is before all things one of the 
wages of workingmen.

I have, on at least four occasions, stood 
by and witnessed a family of young snakes 
disappear down the throat of the mother. 
She did not swallow them ; she just lav 
straight with open mouth and allowed the 
youngsters to go down her gullet with 
wonderful rapidity. 
On such occasions the mother snake 
evinces the fearlessness and tenacity of 
most wild things when trying to save their 
young. 
She will remain quiet at the risk 
of her life until the last little wriggler has 
been taken in, and then do her best to 
escape. And it always seems to he the 
case that at such times she happens to be 
mighty handy to a good hiding place, such 
as a ledge of rooks, a hole among old roots, 
or, if a watersnake, where she can flop into 
the water in an instant. 
Premising that 1 
was taught from my earliest recollections 
to regard serpents as not only harmless 
and useful, but beautiful as well (all save 
the rattler), I will briefly narrate the inci­ 
dents above alluded to. ’ 
In the first case I was called by a sensi 
ble mother, who admired rather than 
feared serpents, “ to come and see the little 
snakes hide.” 
I hurried to the spot, and 
this is what I saw. 
A large gartersnake 
stretched to its full length, and a Jot of 
tiny snakes rapidly disappearing down her 
throat. My mother meantime bad untied 
her apron, and, as the last little snake dis­ 
appeared, she quickly grabbed the old 
snake and enveloped it in the apron. 
It was taken to the house and placed 
in an old lumber chesl, where it was 
found the next day with twenty odd 
little ones around it, and again they took 
refuge in the mother’s stomach. As oor 
curiosity was satisfied, the old snake was 
turned out in the garden to catch bugs. 
Take note, that the gartersnake is ovipa­ 
rous. 
Although snakes were very numerous in 
the region where my boyhood was spent, 
and though most of my leisure time was 
passed in owting by Hood and field, it was 
long before I saw a second incident of the 
kind, and this time the actors were water- 
snakes, supposed to be viviparous. 
(I say 
supposed, for I am by no means certain of 
it.) 
The mother snake was about the 
largest 1 ever saw, and I came upon her 
suddenly as 1 was fishing down a trout 
stream, very cautiously, of course.

[S. F. Alta, October 18th.]

Lubio, of Sacramento, before the State 
Board of Trade deserves serious attention 
throughout the length and breadth of Cali­ 
fornia. Mr. Lubin is known as one of the 
most enterprising merchants in the State. 
He has traveled all over Europe, and he 
has paid close and intelligent attention to 
the subject of which he treats. Knowing 
the resources of California thoroughly, he 
has made him3ell‘ fully acquainted with 
the methods of fruit-growing and fruit- 
preparing practiced in southern Europe. 
He has discovered that California can pro­ 
duce the peach, pmne, nectarine, apricot, 
raisin, orange and olive in greater abun­ 
dance and excellence than they can be 
produced anywhere else on earth, bat he 
has also discovered that we have much to 
learn in regard to packing and preparing 
fruit for market. In London he found 
Lisbon apricots selling for 
twenty-fnur 
shillings a dozen, while apricots packed in 
San Jose were offered at eight shilling- a 
dozen. The latter were not merchantable 
fruit, being simply chucked into cans by 
the cheapest of labor in the most careless 
fashion. The London victuallers do not 
desire to handle such stock, and are dis­ 
posed to judge all California prepared fruit 
by these apricots, which would be unsal­ 
able anywhere in America. 
By observation Mr. Lubin convinced 
himself that, we can grow and pack a better 
apricot than the Lisbon article for much 
less money; but, if we desired to get a mar- 
net, we must practically demonstrate our 
ability in a world-wide market. Mr. Lubin 
was astonished to find that California had 
a greater extent of raisin-growing territory 
than all the rest of the world put together. 
He f. und that the whole of Europe did not 
have anything like the extent of territory 
adapted to the growing of delicate fruits 
that California has. As a result of his ob­ 
servations iie n .mes back the.roughly con­ 
vinced that California is by far the finest 
fiu;t growing country on the face of the 
eat tú 
It produces frui is of the largest 
size, richest color an! d e lic a te flavor in 
such profusion as to leave ;.U 
. petitors 
behind. We have ju-.t ' wo h:.;gs to do to 
realize on our nat uri auvantages. We 
must learn to pack our iruits properly and 
then introduce them to the markets of the 
world. It is useless to give advice about 
packing. Packers must learn their busi­ 
ness for themselves, but the introduction of 
onr fruits to the great marts of trade is a 
matter on which advice may properly be 
given. 
London is 
the great 
entrepot 
of the world’s 
commerce. 
There all 
commodities find a market, ar,d there 
the 
prices 
of 
all the 
world’s pro­ 
duce 
are fixed. 
No 
home competi­ 
tion exists there against our fruits. The 
London merchants are as willing to han­ 
dle our products as the products of any 
other country’. All they want is a first- 
class article and a margin for fair profit. 
We can give both, but we must furnish a 
physical demonstration of our ability to ilo 
so. This can only be done by un exhibi­ 
tion in London. This will require money 
and intelligent management, but neither 
should be lac'ting where there is so much 
at stake. The fruit-growers of this State 
should make a concerted effort to place 
California fruits and wines in the markets 
of the world on a proper footing. This 
vantage ground once obtained will never 
be lost. As we continue to study and 
avail ourselves of the incomparable ad­ 
vantages of soil and climate, the quality of 
our products will improve. As improve­ 
ments are made in our methods of packing 
and preparing, our markets will enlarge 
ami our profits increase. 
But we must first 
make our way to the markets of the world. 
Not alone being the greatest trade center on 
the globe, it is non-partisan in a commer­ 
cial sense. The seller is nothing, but the 
product is everything. There we should 
go. and the quicker tne better it will be lor 
us. Once we get the entree of the trade 
centers of the world we can defy competi­ 
tion.

Grape R ot. 
This year has been remarkable for the 
prevalence of the rot in grapes, says the 
Farm and Vineyard ; many remedies that 
were thought to be very successful in other 
years have failed to be of any use in the 
present. 
In some connection the fruit has been 
almost entirely destroyed by' rot, and va­ 
rieties that were formerly considered very 
free from it have this year suffered with 
the rest. This disease is caused by the 
growth of a small plant. 
In a damp or 
moist season, or even a dry one, when fogs 
and heavy dues are prevalent aud the 
weather warm, it will rapidly develop into 
the rot. 
There are many forms of the fungi which 
affects the grape, producing the rot. Von 
Thurman describes about 300 that trouble 
the grapes in Germany, and from the great 
prevalence of the rot this year we should 
presume we had equally as many. The 
Phonui uricola is the most general cause of 
the rot, the spores of which exist every 
year in vast quantities in the air, ready for 
a suitable season to find lodgment and 
growth. The most favorable conditions for 
this is warm, damp nights and mornings, 
when the spores lodge upon the damp sur­ 
faces of the leaves and grapes, and find 
moist and warmth enough to sustain them 
until they gain a foothold, and when once 
established it is impossible to eradicate 
them. 
Hence, all vineyards that are usu­ 
ally free from heavy fogs and dews are less 
affected than others. Grapesgrowing upon 
trees and sheltered by the leaves from 
dew, ¡is well as those that are covered, 
suffer but little. Coveting is sometimes 
done by making a small roof, by nailing a 
few boards on top of the trellis, over the 
vines. This keeps them free from dew, and 
retards the growth of the sjtores of the 
fungi and protects the vines in a great 
measure from the rot. 
Placing the young 
bunches of the grapes when very small 
into paper bags and pinning the bag to the 
vine will, when done early euough, i. e., 
before the rot gains a foothold, generally 
protect the grape from these pests. 


D egeneration of the Iluuinn Tei th. 
The law of retardation exhibits itself in 
the teeth of the higher races of mankind 
in a highly inconvenient manner. The 
greatly developed brain requires all the 
available room in the sk u ll; there is no 
space left for the attachment of muscles for 
a powerful jaw. Cooked food also causes 
a degeneracy in the development of the 
jaw. There is constantly no room left for 
either the wisdom teeth or the second up­ 
per incisors; the wisdom teeth are retard­ 
ed, often cause great pain, and decay early. 
The second incisors appear in startling aud 
unexpected places, and often (in America 
especially) do not cut the gum at all. 
Prof. Cope says that 
American dentists 
have observed that the third molar teeth 
(wisdom teeth) are in natives of the United 
States very liable to imperfect growth or 
suppression, and to a degree entirely un­ 
known among savage or even many civil­ 
ized races.” 
The same suppression has 
been observed in the outer pair of superior 
incisors. This is owing not only to a re­ 
duction in the size of the arches of the 
jaws, but to successively prolonged delay 
in the appearance of the teeth. 
In the 
same way men, and the man-like apes, 
have fewer teeth than the lower monkeys, 
and these aga n fewer than the insectivor­ 
ous mammals to which they are most 
nearly allied. 
When this difference in 
dentition lias been established, civilized 
man may claim to place himself in a new 
species, apart from the low savages as well 
as from high a]ves.— From “ Curiosities of 
Feolution,” by 2frs. Alice Bodington, in the.

EDUCATING THE G IRLS. 


W b al it Costs to G et Them Through Soius 
o f Our C olleges. 
_ This is the time of year when ambitious 
girls in the different parts of the country 
are counting the costs of a school educa­ 
tion. 
Fortunately for them the scale of 
expenditure in the colleges open to women 
has not risen high enough to make the 
most economical 
damsel uncomfortable 
among her richer classmates. 
Practically 
without exception, the standards of dress 
in the girl’s college are simple, and more 
than that, the plucky young woman who 
is working Iter way through a four years’ 
course on short commons cf pocket monev 
is often elevated into something very like 
a heroine. 
At Vassar College the smallest sum oo 
which a girl can pay her bills, aside from 
scholarship aid, is about $450. Of this 
amount $100 is for tuition and $300 for 
board and washing. A genius in thrift— 
and \ assar sees such a genius now and 
then—can buy her books and stationery 
and supply herself with the small inci­ 
dentals dear to school girls tor the remain­ 
ing $50. 
Car fare, if she goes home be­ 
tween terms, and the larger items of dress 
are not included. 
Necessary expenses at 
Smith, Wellesley and Bryn Mawr do not 
vary greatly from these figures. 
Five 
hundred dollars would represent the aver­ 
age yearly expenses of no small proportion 
of the giri students in the Eastern schools. 
Six hundred dollars is a liberal allowance, 
and $700 more than luxurious. The largest 
sums spent hardly rise above the mini­ 
mum, which the Presideut of Harvard 
deemed necessary for comfort and peace of 
mind at Cambridge. 
Boston University of the eo-edueational 
schools has no dormitory system, and girls 
from a distance exercise no small ingenuity 
in housing and feeding themselves without 
overweening board bills; $4 a week, wlien 
necessary, some of them find it possible to 
live for, or $148 for thirty-seven weeks in 
the city. 
Add $100 for tuition and $.50 
for books, car fare and incidentals, and 
a year’s schooling is provided at a cost 
of $300. 
Some ot the country colleges, while giv­ 
ing a substantial education, treat the poek- 
etbook with great leniency. St. Lawrence 
University in the northern part of New 
Y ork, for instance, tutors young women as 
well as men for $40 a year’ and the towns­ 
people take them to their iiearts and their 
best guest chambers for $3 50 a week. 
Education there still costs substantially 
what it used to at the older schools in the 
pioneer days. 
To work one’s way through college un­ 
aided is _ a hard task, but now and then 
accomplished by a sturdy girl. 
A large­ 
eyed brunette, not sturdy, but fragile-look- 
ing, graduated from Boston University a 
few years ago by finding a situation as 
waitress in a restaurant, wearing the 
white apron during the rush hours at 
morning and night, and in vacation sea­ 
son the day through. 
To save is some­ 
times easier than to earn, and I have in 
iuy mind one group of five girls, two from 
Boston University and two at the Harvard 
Annex, who engaged two adjoining rooms 
in a quiet house in Boston and boarded 
themselves on an average of $3 70 per 
week. 
Their rooms, cost $5, or $1 25 
each. They took breakfast at a small 
restaurant, where oat meal and steak cost 
twenty cents. They ate an apple and a 
slice of bread for lunch and at night they 
pooled resources, spreading napkins on the 
top of a trunk and feasting on bread and a 
taste of canned meats. Once a neighbor 
surreptitiously inserted six glasses of jelly 
in the bureau drawer which served as com­ 
missary department, and they dined royally 
lor days. The food cost them each thirty- 
five cents per day and not one of them 
suffered in health by 
the experiment. 
Their expenses for clothing were no greater 
in proportion. One member of the quartet 
possessed a single gown, a well-woru black 
cashmere. 
Being invited to a Professor’s 
reception one evening she remained away 
from a day’s recitations while she sat in 
cloak and petticoat cleaning and pressing 
and freshening with ribbons her onlv 
apparel. 
At night she enjoyed herself 
quite as thoroughly as the rest ot the com­ 
pany.

N early Six H undred ltu sliels to th e Acre 
—Bad W ork of a F lea D eetle. 
E. S. Carman, editor of the Rural New 
Yorker, has faith in a system of growing 
potatoes in trenches, which, as lie claims, 
renders the crop independent of the weather 
by keeping the ground moist in time of 
drought and helping it to dry out when 
there isa rainfall every day. 
Mr. A tkin­ 
son, of the Farm Journal, is mildly scepti­ 
cal of man’s ability to circumvent the 
weather, aud when Mr. Carman, early in 
the spring advertised his anxiety to wager 
$50 that lie would raise potatoes at the 
rate of 100 bushels to the acre in the 
season of 1888, wet or dry, Mr. Atkinsou 
covered the money with a cheerful confi­ 
dence that the weather or the potato bug 
would never allow so big a yield in Jersey 
sand. Friday a good many farmers of high 
degree assembled at the rural experiment 
grounds in Dergen county to see the crop 
unearth. There were five rows, three feet 
apart and two rods long, so that each row 
represented the one four-hundred-and- 
fortietli part of on acre, and the terms of 
the wager were that the yield should be at 
the rate of 700 bushels to the acre. 
The first row showed handsome tubers, 
with hardly any undersized ones, and the 
scales testified to a yield at the rate of 
nearly 684 bushels to the acre. The sec­ 
ond row of the same variety, known as 
“Rural seedling No. 4,” turned out 605 
bushels to the acre. The third row was of 
another rural seedling, “No. 2,” and the 
potatoes that rolled out of the trench as­ 
tonished the farmers. Hardly any of them 
weighed less than half a pound, and an 
acre of them would have yielded 1,056 
bushels, with twenty pounds to spare. 
The tiiree rows so far averaged 78S bushels 
to the acre, but the last two rows showed 
at the rate of 299 bushels and 253 bushels, 
respectively, depressing the total average 
to 583 bushels per acre, and Mr. Carman 
loses. The money, it should be said, goes 
to some charity, or there was no bet in the 
worldly sense of the word. 
It was evident 
to the visitors that Mr. Carman had beat 
the weather, lalt had failed to beat the 
bugs. The potatoes started wiilt energy, 
hut early in July the tops began to brown 
from some unknown cause 
A t last it was 
found that the leaves were preyed upon 
by the Haltica cucumeris, known by the

Kamschatkan dogs are probably 
most sagacious of all feral types, and are 
employed and trained in the most care­ 
ful manner for tlie multitudinous services 
required of them. Soon after birth they 
are placed with their dam in a deep pit, 
that they may see neither man nor beast, 
and after having been weaned are con­ 
demned to solitary confinement for six 
months, at the end of which time thev 
are put to a sledge with other dogs, and 
being extremely 
shy 
and 
frightened 
withal, they run as fast as they cau until 
they become blown and cowed. 
After this 
trial trip they are remanded to their pit, 
where they remain, off and on, until they 
are thoroughly trained and sledge-broken. 
This severe education sours their temper 
amazingly and makes them anything but 
companionable. 
Drivers are frequently 
obliged to stun them by a blow ou the nose 
before unharnessing them, on account of 
their savage nature. 
Besides drawing 
sledges, they tow boats up rivers in sum­ 
mer and keep their masters warm in win­ 
ter nights. They are remarkable weather 
prophets, and discount the Signal Service 
Bureau, for if, when resting on a journey, 
they dig holes in the snow, there is certain 
to be a storm. 
They are of the husky 
type, shaggy, with erect, curling, bushy 
tails, and not very sharp noses and ears. 
They live exclusively on fish, which they 
catch for themselves. 
In winter their 
ration comprises forty frozen herrings per 
day.— Forest and Stream.

B e Your Own Plum ber.; 
One of the most requent annoyances to 
housekeepers, says a writer in the New 
York Telegram, is the obstruction to the 
free quick outlet of the waste water of the 
wash-basin, the bath-tub and kitchen-sink. 
This is caused by a gradual accumulation 
of small bits of refuse material, paper, 
rags, meat, bones or grease, which check 
and finally entirely stop the overflow of 
the water, and then the plumber is called 
to remove the stoppage with his force- 
pump. 
Sometimes this is accomplished, 
but often the pipe has to he cut, and 
there is great inconvenience and expense. 
Just liefore retiring at night pour into 
the clogged pipe enough liquid soda- 
lve to fill the “ trap,” as it is called—or 
the bent part of the pipe just below the 
outlet. 
Be sure that no water runs into it 
until the next morning. 
During the night 
the lye will convert all the offal into soft 
soap, and the first current of water in the 
morning will wash it away and leave the 
pipe as clean as new. See? This is prac­ 
tical chemistry, yet few chemists would 
ever think of it.

A W om an W ith Two Fingers Cut OfT to 
Show She H as B een M arried Tw ice. 
The Hottentots in the Jardind’Acclima- 
tion continue to attract the attention of 
Parisians, but the poor creatures have been 
shivering in the cold autumnal weather 
which has prevailed lately. They have 
been brought to Paris by a German, who 
relates that he got them to start for Eu­ 
rope almost by force. 
H err Thege, the en­ 
ergetic person in question, first negotiated 
with “Mother Elizabeth,” the most intelli­ 
gent member of the troupe, who is herself 
on view in the Bois de Boulogne. The 
natives were enticed to the railway carri­ 
ages, into which they were unceremoni­ 
ously packed.

person of “ Jacob,” the head man of the 
Hottentot troupe, who is a mighty hunter 
and has slain a lion. This chief orders 
the mitjor Hottentots about, and every 
evening designates thecook for the follow­ 
ing day, the functionary of the kitchen 
having to rise at 6 o’clock in order to 
chop wood, light fires and make ‘jOup,

Let h 'm deceive you again, and the fault 
will be yours." 
And both Mugwump and 
Democrat have found the warning to be 
prophetic. 
W e cannot bring ourselves to repeat the 
coarse personal assault of Mr. Grady upon 
Mr. Clevelaud, based upon a charge of 
greed that led him to desert a noble pro­ 
fession for the spoils of an office of the 
lower level. Nor are we disposed to recite

Can the Gov­ 
ernor who would stoop to interfere with 
a Senatorial contest, be trusted to ab- 
ste'c c-3 President from ail iuvasiou of tbe 
local affairs of S td e ? " 
Mr. Grady’s ques­ 
tion of thut hour has been answered all 
along tbe line from 1S85 to this date by 
Grover Cleveland of W ashington. Profess­ 
ing regard for the purity and elevation of 


the civil service, and pledging him self 
solem nly in his letter to George W illiam 
Curtis and in his letter of acceptance to faith­ 
ful execution, and to tbe extension and j 
broadening of the civil service reform laws, 
he fell away from the pledge b -fore his ^ 
term had seen four full seasons. 
In mercy , 
to him self he yielded to the clam or of the ¡ 
spoilsmen, and placed the wounded body 
of the reform an unw illing sacrifice upon 
the altar of merciless partisanship; an offer­ 
ing to the vicious doctrine th at “ to the 
victors belong the spoils." 
Mr. Grady was indeed a prophet in 1884. 
Giover Cleveland has become utterly blind 
to ti e “ offensive partisanship” that stirred 
his son! in the maiden days of his term, 
and has turned the grand array of place- 
fillers loose upon She country to do their 
worst or best in serving, not so m uch the 
people of (he nation who feed them , as the 
party bosses who determ ine their coming 
in and ordain the tim e of their going out. 
His lieutenants entered the district of Mr. 
Randall clothed in the regalia of Federal 
officers, to punish that gentleman for his 
independence in the House in battling 
against the hydra known as the Mills bill. 
The officials of the A dm inistration swarm 
in conventions, strike in prim aries, brow ­ 
beat clerical appointees and terrorize tbe 
lesser fry of official incum bency into labor­ 
ing for his re-election, despite his solemn 
and unsolicited opinion expressed in Ids 
letter of acceptance that tbe aspiration of 
a Presidential incum bent to fill the office a 
second tim e is fraught with great danger to 
the liberties of the people. 
W as Mr. Grady right or wrong in 1884 
in declaring that Grover Cleveland would 
‘‘go back’ upon pledges, and ignore his 
prom ises? Was he right or wrong in 1884 
when he declared the platform of Mr. Cleve­ 
land to be a hollow mockery in its pretense 
of friendship for civil service reform ? The 
Grady of 1884 declared that it would be 
taken as a guarantee by the North "of 
continuance in office during good behavior, 
while at the South it would be accepted as 
an assurance that the Federal patronage 
shall be placed in the hands of those 
by whose influence the candidate hopc3 to 
get 153 electoral votes.”

SENATOR STANFORD'S TESTIMONY. 


No one will deny that Senator Leland 
Stanford is a m an of cultivated powers oí 
observation, nor that his opportunities to 
see and study the world have been very 
great. N either will anyone question the 
calmness of his judgm ent, the clearness of 
his perceptions, nor the im partiality of his 
m ind. 
More than this, he is a many-sided 
m an, at once a legislator, a financier, a 
student of civilization, a patron of the arts, 
a legal scholar, an employer of m any men, 
an educator, a philanthropist and a student 
of political economy. Now such a man 
w ith his m ind especially impressed by this 
campaign w ith the chief feature of political 
agitation, who has been traveling for some 
m onths in Europe, could not help forming 
a judgm ent as to conditions of civilization 
under political systems related to the dis­ 
cussion involving the political parties of 
this country. 
Let it be understood that 
Governor Stanford has not been, as all Cal­ 
ifornians know, radical in the doctrines of 
political economy which he has enter­ 
tained, nor has it been his custom to state 
as facts anything, or to settle upon conclu­ 
sions, until convinced of their absolute 
truth. 
Now what does Governor Stanford tell 
us immediately upon h¡9 return from E u­ 
rope? H e declares that free trade is the 
issue, deny it as m uch as the Democracy 
may: that free trade policy ad peed in the 
United Slates would be ruinous to Am eri­ 
can industrial interests; that tl e working­ 
m en of this country aud its interests de 
niand protection. “ They will never have 
free trade,” says the Senator. 
He says 
to the 
American 
people th.it in 
free 
trade England the cost of livin r is greater 
and the wage is m uch less for tne working 
people than in this country; th e’, they have 
not there the comforts of life to which our 
people are accustomed. Why? 
'•‘cause of 
England's free trade economic system. 
Now, it is indisputable that, these being 
the facts, the nearer we in America ap 
proach to that system the more we endan­ 
ger the uplifting, civilizing conditions that 
surround tbe American sovereign. There 
is no one in California who for a m om ent 
believes that if Senator Stanford was not 
profoundly convinced of this fact, that be 
would lend him self to its prom ulgation. 
He Im3 sum m ed up the whole Presidential 
mvass; he has compassed the m ain issue 
of the campaign; he has defined the lists of 
'.he contending hosts in these terse sen- 
r.oss: "E very Englishm an is for Cleve­ 
land. 
He is the unanim ous choice of the 
English for President of the United States. 
W hy ? 
Because of his free trade notions.” 
The Senator adds: "O f course, England is 
a great producing country. W ith her sys­ 
tem of free trade, labor is cheaper there 
than here. Free trade for the U nited States 
would make this country a great English 
market. I shall do w hat I can to prevent 
any such condition of affairs from coming 
to pass.” 
In this conclusion that the U nited States 
does not want free trade; that it cannot 
afford to make approaches towatd it; that 
free trade would make this country “a 
great English m arket” ; that it would re­ 
duce the American worker (as the author 
of the Mills bill declared it to be the pur­ 
pose of his party to do) to tue level of the 
laborers "of ail other countries,” the people 
of the United Stiles will concur on the 6th 
of November, recording their verdict of 
approval of Senator Stanford’s judgm ent 
with the emphasis of an unparalleled 
electoral majority 
for 
the 
Republican 
standard-bearers and the American system 
of protection to hom e industries. 


A LONDON EXHIBITION. 


The proposition made by David Lubin 
of this city to the State Board of Trade, 
on Tuesday last, to establish a Califor­ 
nia exhibition in London, in order to 
turn a large portion of European tourist 
i travel this way and to open in Europe a 
j new m arket for our products, m et with 
favor. A committee was appointed to con­ 
sider it, and it is likely that it will return a 
very favorable report. 
The plan is antago­ 
nized by a proposition to make an exhibi­ 
tion at the Paris International Fair. But 
if ouly one scheme can be adopted, the 
London idea is the more forcible, and is 
approved by the great majority of business 
m en. It onght not necessarily, however, in ­ 
terfere with an exhibition by the United 
States Government at Paris. But it is in 
Loudon that Italy, Spain. France and other 
bidders for tourist travel m aintain their ex­ 
hibitions, the results of w hich justify fully 
tbe enormous expenditures they m ake to 
that end. 
W e have already published Mr. Lubin's 
interesting paper in fu ll; it is its own best 
advocate, and it is not therefore necessary 
in this place to review it. The subject is to 
be prisented to the Board of Trade of this 
city to-day, and certainly will receive con­ 
siderate thought in that conservative body. 
The whole aim, as we understand it, is to 
move the Legislature to exhaustive exam i­ 
nation of the subject , with a view to adopt­ 
ing some such plan as that which Italy, for 
instance, finds to pbv so well in induciDga 
tide of travel in that direction, The m i­ 
gration of Europeans to 
California in 
search of winter resorts is not now a h u n ­ 
dredth part as great as it ought to be and 


can be made, or as the natural claims of 
tbis coast justify. 8o, too, our fruit pro­ 
ducts are not introduced into Europe as 
they m ay be, and this fact is due to lack of 
knowledge concerning them . 
W e need a 
competent board of managers to so place 
examples of our canned fruits, for instance, 
that they may presently be the first de­ 
m and npon the tables of all European 
hotels. But it is not the intention at this 
tim e to enter upon aDy adequate consid­ 
eration of any branch of the scheme pro­ 
posed, but rather, in common w ith all of 
the press who have looked into it, to invite 
attention to it, in tbe belief that the author 
of the paper read before the Board of Trade 
has struck the keynote of a great and 
nearer future of benefit for California and 
her products, than m ay have been sup­ 
posed by m any.

IT IS FREE TRADE. 


It is common for the Democrats to deny 
tli3t theirs is a free-trade policy. 
Recently 
they have become exceedingly irritable 
upon this subject, and they vehemently it­ 
erate that they are not free-traders; that 
neither the Mills bill nor GroverCleveland's 
December message mean free trade. There 
is before us now a protest from a gentle­ 
man of intelligence and character, who is 
an ardent Democrat, against the K e c o e d - 
U nion’s charge that the Mills bill means 
free trade. “ W hy," he exclaims, "will 
you not be fair ? H ere is our Mr. Brice, 
Chairm an of the Democratic N ational Com­ 
mittee, doing your General H arrison the 
justice of saying that neither he, Mr. Brice, 
nor the National Committee, for one mo­ 
m ent believe or countenance the silly and 
cowardly stories circulated about General 
Harrison and the labor strike of '77, aud 
tbe do'ilar-a-day absurdity. H ere is our 
Mr. Cleveland protesting that he is not a 
free-trader, and yet you refuse to do him 
the justice of accepting his protest as true. 
Is this fair play?” 
W e reply: Y es.it is fair play. 
W hile 
Grover Cleveland disclaims intent, and we 
have never declined to give him the bene­ 
fit of that disclaimer, though it involves 
confession of intellectual incapacity7, we de­ 
ny his claim of right to say for us w hat the 
result of his preaching and teaching will be. 
Of that every American citizen m ust judge 
for him self. 
W e prefer to Mr. Cleveland’s 
the judgm ent of Senator Stanford, based 
upon observations abroad, and the English 
interpretation of the policy. W e prefer the 
judgm ent of the Glasgow Herald, which 
but echoes the expressions of scores of its 
contemporaries : 
President Clevelaud does not avow himself to 
be, and evidently does not regard himself as a 
free trader. Yet, whether Mr. Cleveland is in 
the right or in the wrong, he cannot help adopt­ 
ing free-trade arguments and bolstering t hem 
up with free-trade illustrations. Take, for ex­ 
ample, his argument against the wool tariff, 
that the fanning class lose vastly more by the 
increa-ed prices of clothes than they gain from 
the enhanced price of wool. This reads like an 
extract from some old speech of Mr. Bright's.

But look at his view of the situa­ 
tion as expressed by himself: " I t is a condi­ 
tion that confronts us, not a th e o ry ' 
Precisely 
so. Words almost identical with these have 
been used, with enormous effect in this country 
bv Adam Smith, by Richard Cobden, by Sir 
Robert Peel. 
W eprefer tbeinterpretationof a free-trade 
journal in a free-trade couutry, such as the 
Spectator, of London : 
Grover Cleveland has done more to advance 
the cause of free trade than any Prime Minister 
of England has ever done. 
To the opinion of Grover Cleveland— 
who has demonstrated his ability to face 
in two directions at one and the same time, 
as in the case of civil service reform—we 
prefer the opinion of the more consistent 
Democracy represented by the accomplished 
H enry W aterson, who has declared : 
The Democratic party, except iu the person ot 
imbeciles hardly worth mentioning, is not npon 
the fence. It Is a free-trade party or it is noth­ 
ing. There can be no cookcd-up platform and 
no compromise candidate. The black flag is 
tip. No quarter will be asked aud no quarter 
will be given. 
The Republican party recognizes in the 
Cleveland policy an inevitable drift inward 
a fiscal system that means the reduction of 
American labor to the level of the cheap, 
ill-conditioned labor oi Europe, aud it does 
not propose to advance so much as the sole 
of the foot into the threatening waters.

A NEW SPORT. 


A writer in the Epoch believes tiiat the 
keeping and training of carrier pigeons is 
to become a popular sport in the United 
States. Pigeon-lofts are becoming num er­ 
ous in and around New York and other 
large cities, and exhibitions of trained 
hom ing pigeons have been held and others 
are projected. 
There will be no objection raised in any 
quarter to this form of racing. To race 
carrier pigeons doe3 not in any degree in­ 
volve cruelty or over-exertion. 
The freed 
pigeon goes its course voluntarily ; it can 
be neither whipped nor sp u rred : it cannot 
be jockeyed, and its speed depends wholly 
upon its care, breeding and training. 
In ­ 
deed, since these birds have to be cared for 
tenderly to secure good service from them, 
the new sport will cultivate kindness and 
hum ane treatm ent to anim als. 
There is a large degree of usefulness in 
the sport also, for it cultivates the birds to 
the highest degree of efficiency in carrying 
messages 
speedily and 
directly. 
This 
method of com m unication is more largely 
employed than is generally supposed, and 
private posts of this order are m aintained 
iu m any parts o f the country—for instance, 
between business houses and the country 
seats of the proprietors, betweeu new s­ 
papers and distant correspondents. 
In 
tim e of war a pigeon service is invaluable, 
and some European nations have added a 
new arm to their m ilitary service, devoted 
to the breeding and training of the best 
classes of carrier pigeons. 
It is said that in Belgium and some 
parts of France pigeon racing lia3 become 
the leading popular sport, and there is 
every reason why, with our im mense ex­ 
panse of country aud its grand distances, 
it should also become popular here. 
In 
the mild clim ate of California the carrier 
pigeon can be raised more easily and cared 
for with less trouble than anyw here else in 
the U nited S tates; and it m ay not be, 
therefore, sn extravagant forecast to look 
forward to the breeding and iraining of the 
birds in California as a vocation of both 
profit and great pleasure, and their racing 
be indulged in as a harm less sport.

There have been more 
scholarly results, greater manifestations of 
legal knowledge, but none in which the 
genera! task has been so exhaustively ac­ 
complished, or in which the general result 
has been so satisfactory.

May 19, 1886, General H arrison, then in 
the United States Senate, wrote the follow­ 
ing letter.

Cleveland, wi:h hypocritical pretense of 
friendship for the working mar., was order­ 
ing our Consuls to aid the Chinese in their 
schemes to gain an entrance to thecouutry, 
General H arrison wrote as follow s; 


U n it e d St a t e s S f.s a t k ,

Washington*, May 1!>, 1886. / 
M r. M artin B ia n i - M y D e a r H its; Yourcom- 
munication of May 17th has been received and 
carefully read. I am too busy to-day to enter 
into a discussion of the Chinese question. I 
agree with you that they are not a class of emi­ 
grants that are desirable. Of course, as far as 
the actions ot Congress are concerned, we are 
under some limitations. 
When a treaty has 
been made with some foreign power, we must, 
of course, carry it out, until it can be repealed 
or amended by proper proceedings. 
The pres 
ent law prohibits the coming in of any more 
Chinese, and I have been in hopes that those 
who came under the previous treaty would be 
returned to their native land to stay. I hojie, 
some time during the summer, to be at Frank­ 
fort, and will be glad to talk with you. Yours 
truly, 
B e n j. H a r r i s o n . 
T hat was the expression of the calm and 
reasoning m an. 
It was the utterance of 
the statesm an. 
W hat more could he as a 
lawyer, a Senator and a lover of his couu­ 
try have said, than that he hoped for the 
tim e when even the Chinese here would be 
sent aw ay because he believed them to be 
undesirable ? Tbe treaty7 obligations stared 
him in the face, but that treaty Mr. Cleve­ 
land was prom ising to set then aside by 
negotiating a new one. 
On that basis Geu- 
er.il H arrison reported back the F air re­ 
striction bill, a perfect measure, the dupli­ 
cate of Mr. Morrow’s bill, and passing the 
Senate w ithout a divisi oti it went to the 
IIou3e, where Democrat B elm ont pocketed 
and sm otlie.ed it. 


T h e New York Tribune has squarely and 
undeniably fastened it upon the Postal De­ 
partm ent that campaign literature is being 
forwarded through the mails under forged 
“ franks.” The first case was that of the 
"frank” of Congressman S. S. Cox. W hen the 
Tribune took him to task be declared it r.n 
outragfous piece of dishonesty, although 
committed in the interest of his party and his 
A dm inistration, and denounced his signa­ 
ture as a forgery. 
The whole Postofiice system has been 
turned into a m achine for the campaign 
distribution of Democratic literature by 
the ton, and the Postm asters have beeu 
levied upon and impressed as distribution 
and electioneering agents.

“ unbankable;” 
that 
"franks" are used w ithout authority of the 
owners and that .Postm asters have been 
urged to contribute to the campaign fund 
and to use their influence in behalf of 
Cleveland and T hurm an. 


S e n a to r H iscock, in his speech on the 
Senate tariff bill, pu t the whole question 
into a n u tsh ell: 
The Fenate bill left no doubt as to the position 
of the Republican party. Both parties conceded 
that there should be a reduction of the revenue 
and to about the same amount. Therefore the 
question of the amount of taxation was not in ­ 
volved iu the discussion, but the question was 
as to the manner in which the reduction should 
be made. The effect of the Mills bill could not 
be disguised. The Senate bill was equally pro­ 
nounced In character and principle. It fully 
illustrated the Republicau policy of protection, 
aud when its provisions became law it would 
defend the American markets against foreign 
competition. It was not sectional. The indus­ 
tries of the North, as well as those of the East 
and West, were well provided for in it. It was 
the opposite of the Mills bill. The issue was 
fairly drawn between the two political parties. 
The question was free trade or protection to 
American labor. Neither subterfuge nor new 
confession of faith would conceal or obscure the 
real question. The Democratic orators were at- 
temptiug, in manufacturing districts, to shift 
their ground and to conceal the purposes of 
their party7. But the official utterances of the 
ITesiaent and the reports of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, emphasized by the Mills bill, which 
has been indorsed by the National Democratic 
Convention, and which passed the House by a 
strict party vote, left no doubt whatever as to 
the true position oi the Democratic party on 
the great question.

W h a t th e W a r C o st in B a b o r . 
It may be assumed th a t a t a miuimum 
the cost of suppressing the rebellion was 
$8,000,000,000. 
It was, therefore, $1,135,­ 
000,000 a year for seven years, it has been 
held th at the m axim um product of each 
person occupied for gain in 18S0 could not 
have exceeded $600 worth : labor and cap­ 
ital were a t least onc-third more effective 
during aud since the year 18S0 than dur­ 
ing the period of war and reconstruction. 
If then we value one m an’s labor from 
1861 to 1868 inclusive a t $500 a year, the 
work of war requited .the unrem itting la- 
lxir of 2,270,000 men fur seven years, 
either in two arm ies or in sustaining them. 
A t $400 each, an estim ate probably nearer 
to t he mark at th at time, the measure 
would he the constant work of 2,837,500 
men each year for seven years. 
T he aver­ 
age population of that period was 35,000,­ 
000, of whom not over one in five could be 
considered an able-bodied man of arnis- 
bearing age. 
The cost of liberty, there­ 
fore, consisted in actual arduous work at 
the risk of life for seven years, of one man 
of a ’ms-bearing age 
in 
every three.— 
Eduard Atkinson. 


B e s t - F e d P e o p le o n E a r th . 
If we take as a starting point the year 
1870, when the arm ies on both sides of the 
civil conflict had become finally absorbed 
in the pursuits of peace, we find th at 
while the population increased from 1870 
to 1887 only 55 per cent., the jiroduct of 
hay, which is synonymous with meat and 
the products of the dairy7, increased 70 to 
80 per cent.; the jiroduct of grain increased 
85 jier cent.; the product of cotton 112 jier 
cent.; the consumption of wool, domestic 
and foreign, nearly 100 jier cent.; the pro­ 
duct of pig iron 285 jier cent.; the con­ 
struction of railways 233 per cent.; and so 
on in varying jirojxirtions, all in excess of 
population, with regard to all the neces­ 
sities and comforts of life. 
It follows of 
necessity that since there has been no 
accum ulation of stock, and since all th at 
has been produced or imjiorted in exchange 
for the export of domestic products has 
been consumed, the general consumption of 
th e mass of the people m ust have been 
greater, more adequate, and more satisfac­ 
tory than ever before.—Edward Atkinson in 
the Forum. 


Lam ar was Secretary of the 
Interior under Mr. Cleveland he made a 
report, based on returns officially made, 
th a t between 1860 and 1880 wages in A m er­ 
ica advanced (averaged) 39.6 per cent.

sumes a less favorable aspect.

Sjiirit, as, if used persistently, it jiroduces 
insanity. 
It is a great jiity th a t no means 
have as yet been found of m aking spirit 
for heating purposes absolutely undrink­ 
able, even by the most hardened tojiers, 
but perhaps som ething may yet be done to 
effect this.

In Department Two of the Superior Court 
yesterday morning, Judge Yau Fleet rente red 
the following decision in the case of Samuel 
M. Johnston vs. George McMullen : 
State of ' alifornia. County of Sacramento, In 
the Superior Court. Department Two—B. M. 
Johnson vs. George C. McMullen. 
This is a piroeceding of a quasi criminal char­ 
acter instituted by plaintiff, ms an informer, 
under Section 712 of ihe Penal Code, against 
defendant McMullen, to remove Ihe latter Irom 
the office of Supervisor of this county upon the 
grounds of malfeasance and neglect 0/ official 
duty. The information tiled iu this Court t i ­ 
the plaintiff' is iu the nature of au accusation 
and ( barges iu substance that the defendant 
has been, s nee January 1,1885, and is now, one 
of the Supervisors of this county, aud as such 
entitled under the law to a salary ot but S'5) pier 
month; that as such Supervisor the defendant 
has been guilty of a willful violation of ihe law 
in this . that be has since the 1st day of April, 
1887, fruda’cntly, corruptly and 
knowingly 
drawn and received from said county a s-.le.rv 
ol $75 per month as such Supervisor—or the sum 
of $25 per month in excess o? the salary allow ed 
by law; that the defendant lias also been guilty 
of neglect of his official duty as such Supervisor 
in tli s : that he has since the raid 1st day of 
April. 1887, fraudulently and corruotly per­ 
mitted his fellow Supervisors. Geo O. Bates aud 
B. J. Jackson, to draw a like month,y salary of 
*75, well knowing that they were entitled to but 
$50 per month. 
The defendaut filo! a general demurrer to the 
Information, coupled v. iiii au answer denying 
specifically and categorically its several a’ceu- 
sations, and therca ler the case was argued and 
submitted upon an agreed statement of facts 
stipulated by counsel in open Court. 
Bo far as 
the demurrer is concerned, it may be overruled. 
While the m atters stated in the iuformatiou 
may not fall strictly within the letter ol the 
statute 1 am satisfied that it is sufficiently broad 
to comprehend them, aud that as agaiust a gen­ 
eral demurrer the inlormation states a cause of 
action. 
The facts upon which the case was submitted 
on its merits are these: That the defendant 
was elected to the office or Supervisor of this 
comity in November, 1884, and took office Jan­ 
uary, 1>-5. That tccrcufter the members of the 
Board of Supervisors ca*t lots for terms os re­ 
quired by law, and tin t defendant drew a term 
which will not expire until January, 1889. That 
from the time of taking office, up to April 1. 
1SS7, defendant drew his ailurr at ¡he rate oí 
$50 per men li, but that since tiro 1st day of 
April, 1887, down to ihe present time he has 
drawn his salary at the rate of $75 per month. 
That in drawing his salary at said ruteof $75 the 
defendant was advised and hone, t y ami in gixid 
faith be ieved that the law had been so amended 
that it authorized and fixed his salary at said 
figure and that said sum of $75 has at all limes 
been drawn by defendant in pursuance of the 
belief, in good faith, that he was entitled to the 
sum. That the amendment to the law was 
made by the 11 gislature in March. J.s$7; that it 
is only since s. id amendment and being so ad­ 
vised that defendant has drawn aud received 
said sum of $7 - uer mouth; and (hut it is nnder 
the same circi.instances aud in the same belief 
that defendant's fellow .Supervisors, Bates and 
Jackson, have been permitted to draw a like 
rate < f salary. 
It thus apjiears that whatever may have been 
defendant’s legal right in the premises, the acts 
complained of were admittedly done by him in 
the honest belief ol right. 
These facts do not make a ease against de­ 
fendant under the statute. 
The proceeding is 
had under Section 772 of the Penal Code, pro­ 
viding for the summary removal of officers 
guilty of extortion or malfeasance in office, or 
of a neglect of official duty. Wnile the form of 
procedure provided for partakes of a civil 
nature 
in 
some 
respects, 
the 
provision 
is largely 
of 
a 
punitive 
character 
and 
denounces acts which are recognized both at 
the 
common 
law 
and 
under our Penal 
Code as crimes for which the offender may be 
proceeded against by indictment or inf omiatiou 
aud punished criminally. (P. C., Sec. 518.) The 
judgment is of a penal and exemplary nature, 
it provides that ilie defendaut shall not ouly be 
deprived ol his office, in the event the charge is 
sustained, but also that the Court ‘ must euter a 
judgmeut for five hundred dollars iu favor of 
the informer,” with costs, thus involving rights 
aud interests of the citizen of the most sacred 
and important character, position, honor aud 
property. 
It has long become settled law that in pro­ 
ceedings ol this aud a kindred character the 
analogies of the criminal law must be at least so 
fur observed as to require an evil or corrupt 
motive or des gu in the party charged to be both 
alleged and proven. (2 liish. Crim. Pro., Sec. 
834; fi B. Monroe, 171; 15 Wended, 277; Triplett 
vs. Hunter, 50 Cal., 614.) 
The ease of Triplett vs. Hunter was a prosecu­ 
tion under the same section of the Ip nal Code 
tor taking illegal fees as a Justice of the Peace. 
It was neither alleged nor proved that the fees 
were taken k n o w iu g ly , willfully or corruptly. 
A judgment removing aud lining the defendaut 
was reversed on this ground, the Court sayiD g: 
“ Though the statute does not in terms re­ 
quire that the wrongful act must have been 
knowingly and corruptly done, we are sat­ 
isfied ihat it was not the intention of the Legis­ 
lature to visit with this severe penalty an act 
performed by au officer in perfect good faith, 
and under au honest conviction that he was 
acting strictly within the line of his duty. It 
was not inteuded to punish an officer by re­ 
moval irom office, aud with a penalty ot $500 
for a mere error of judgment.” 
In this case the plaintiff has recognized the 
necessity of averring in his information the ex­ 
istence of this corrupt motive and intent on the 
part oftbe defendaut, but it will be seen that 
there is a fetal ab-ence of any proof to sustain 
this averment. To the contrary, tbe existence 
of a wrongful and corrupt purpose on the part 
of defendaut is directly negatived by the admis­ 
sion that 111 thaw ing said amount of salary he 
did so in the honest conviction that the ¡aw en­ 
titled him thereto. 
Bucli being the fact, it can make no possible 
difference iu the result of this proceeding what 
salary the defendant under the law w as entitled 
to draw. He cannot be removed from office 
aud lined for doing au act innocently under a 
Statute which requires it to have becn¡ done 
kuowingly, willfully and o m ip tly . 
And as’ a matter of fact, il not of law. it 
would seem thai 
defendaut had colorable 
ground for his belief that he was entitle 1 to a 
sa ary of i ro per month. When defendant as­ 
sumed offn ! the salary was fixed by statute at 
$50 ]ier inon.h for Supervisors in couuties of this 
class. In 1885 lilis statute was so amended 
(8tats. 1*85, p. 162) as to increase the salary to 
*75 per month, but with a proviso that the in­ 
crease should not affect incumbents; iu 1887 
(Stats. '»7, p. 160) the Act was again so amended 
ms to repeal this proviso, and upon the face of 
the statute make the increase oí salan- take effect 
at once. It was under tiii 1 last amendment 
that defendant and bis associates were advised 
and believed they were entitled to the increased 
salary, and under which they drew it. It is 
claimed by plaintiff' that this last Act is so 
clearly unconstitutional that it is void aud of no 
effect, and furnished 110 legal basis for a well- 
founded belief by defendaut that I.e an I his as­ 
sociates were entitled to act under it. That in 
acting under it defendant was acting in ignor­ 
ance of the law; that the mistnke w s a mistake 
of law and not ot fact, and that ign rauee or 
mistake of law will not excuse. This is axio­ 
matic, ignorantialcffis non ejreusa'. bu: itliasn o 
application here. Guilty knowledge or corrupt 
intent or purpose is a question of fact and must 
always appear as a predicate to hold one crimi­ 
nally resjionsible for his acts. Here admissibly 
that element did not exist. Besides, one acting 
in good faith under a void statute will be pro­ 
tected (Miller vs Dunn, 72 Cal., 462 ), and it be 
comes immaterial to inquire, so far as this case 
is coueerticd, whether the Act under which 
the defendant Ins been drawing his salary is 
constitutional or not. For the ien-ons given a 
determination of that question coulo in no 
event, iu view of the fans, affect the qviestion 
oi defendant's responsibility here. It beiug ad­ 
mitted that he acted in good aith nnd in an 
honest belief of right, he cannot be punished 
criminally, even if tbe statute bo void. A de­ 
termination of that question for any other pur­ 
pose in this case would b- without bind'mg force 
u[H>n auvoue. If it be desired to bave the va­ 
lidity of the Act determined, it can be effect­ 
ively done in a civil action acainst defendant 
to recover the alleged excess of salary. 
The action will he di-mhsed, aud defendant 
will have judgment against the plaintiff' lor his 
costs. 
Like proceedings having been instituted by 
the same plaintiff against George l>. Ba'es and 
8. J. Jackson, respectively, and all three actions 
havi . g been heard together and submitted upon 
the same facts, the same reasoning and conclu­ 
sion applies to those cases, and a like judgment 
will be entered in each.

Its local effect Is more 
useful in cleansing and purifying the fauces, 
and its mode of application is the easiest 
imaginable. 
It requires no spray appara­ 
tus, no douching and no effort at gargling. 
It is sufficient to have the patient slowly 
swallow a teaspoocful or more every hour, 
in order to get good results from "its use. 
This fact is of the greatest importance in 
treating children, who are too often cruelly 
tortured in the attempt to make local ap­ 
plications to the throat. 
Lime water can 
tie given easily, and is taken readily by 
children; and’ there are, we lielieve, few 
cases of diphtheria which require a more 
energetic local treatment than the one just 
described. 
In fact, we think that an early- 
clearing out of the bowels, with calomel 
—sometimes in massive doses, followed up 
after a short interval by the administra­ 
tion ot the lime water and the use of a 
suitable tonic and roborant regimen, con­ 
stitutes a method which comes the nearest 
to being of universal applicability of any 
one with which we are f a m ilia ranil we 
think that the use of the lime water is of 
more consequence than any other part of 
the treatment, except it by the prelimi­ 
nary purgation.— Medical and Surgical Re­ 
porter.

A careful analysis and estimate made by 
a New York chemist of the constituents of 
a ton of coal presents some interesting 
facts, not familiar, certainly, to unscientific 
minds. 
It is found that, besides gas, a ton 
of ordinary gas coal will yield 1,500 pounds 
of coke, twenty gallons of ammonia water 
and 140 pounds of coal tar. Distillation of 
this amount of coal tar gives about seventy 
pouuds of pitch, seventeen pounds of creo­ 
sote, fourteen pounds of heavy oils, about 
nine and a half pounds of naphtli a yellow, six 
and one-third pounds of naphthaline, four 
and three-fourths pouuds of naphthol, two 
and a fourth pounds of alizarine, two and 
a fourth pounds of solvent naphtha, one and 
a fifth pouuds of analine, seventy-nine 
hundredths of a pound of toludine, forty- 
six hundredths of a pound of »nthra<:ine 
and nine-tentlis of a pound of toluches— 
from tiie last named substance being ob­ 
tained the new product, saccharine, said 
to be 230 times as sweet as the best cane 
sugar.

The self-binder was first successfully at­ 
tached to the reaper in 1876; from 1867 to 
1876, inclusive, our average crop of wheat, 
varying more with the season than with 
the planted area, had been 258,000,000 
bushels. 
In 1877, when the self-binder 
first began to be used, the crop mounted to 
nearly 364,000,000 bushels. 
Again, 
in 
1878, it mounted up, and from that date to 
1887, inclusive, in which period the use of 
the self-binder had become general, the 
average orop, varying more with the sea­ 
son than with the planted area, was 
440,000,000 bushels. 
Could the crops of 
the last ten years have been saved without 
the self-binder ? 
When we consider that 
the total number of self-binding reapers 
now made and sold is more than 100,000 a 
year, requiring over 30,000 tons of twine 
to bind a single wheat crop, do we not find 
in the tying of that kind of a knot on the 
self-binding harvester a main factor in the 
export of grain with the returning import 
of gold, on which we resumed specie pay­ 
ment ? By that single improvement the 
cost ol wheat was reduced not less than six 
per cent., and in some places ten percent.— 
Forum.

LOSS A N D G A IN . 


E lec tricity In ste a d o í L au gh in g G as. 
Boston people nowadays have their su­ 
perfluous teeth drawn by means of elec­ 
tricity. 
Inasmuch as all new ideas in the 
arts anil sciences are read from this en­ 
lightened metropolis originally, and from 
hence extended over the country, there is 
little doubt that sooner or later this new 
method will supersede laughing-gas and 
ether in other big cities of the Union. The 
process in question is very simple, scarce 
any apparatus being required beyond an 
ordinary two-cell battery, with vibrator 
attachment. This attachment is a thin 
strip of metal, fastened at the ends, which 
is made to vibrate a thousand or more 
times per second by the electric current. 
At each vibration the circuit is cut off’ and 
renewed again, the effect being to give a 
perfectly steady ffow of the mysterious 
fluid. 
In order to make sure that the How 
is quite satisfactory the operator tunes the 
machine—assisted by a little reed tuning- 
pipe—until the strip of metal signs “A.” 
! So far, so good. 
Now, to the battery are attached three 
wires. Two of them have handles at the 
ends, and the third is hitched to a forceps. 
The patient in tlie chair is given a handle 
to hold iu each hand, and the current is 
turned 011 gradually until it becomes pain­ 
ful. Then he is told to grasp the handles 
as strongly as possible, the electricity— 
having lieen switched off’ for a moment—is 
turned on again suddenly, and the dental 
surgeon applies his forceps simultaneously 
to the tooth. 
The moment the molar is 
touched it, as well as the parts surround­ 
ing, becomes electrified ana absolutely in­ 
sensible to pain. 
When it is withdrawn 
from the socket the subject of the opera­ 
tion feels not the slightest disagreeable 
sensation. 
A jerk and the tooth is out, 
and the patient dro¡is the handles and the 
affair is over.— Boston letter to St. Louis 
Globe Democrat. 


In o cu la tin g an E lep h a n t. 
Among the recent valuable discoveries 
I of the famous French physician, M. l’as- 
j teur, is that of the vaccination of domestic 
j animals for the prevention of the dire dis­ 
ease known as anthrax, or splenic fever. 
The marked success attending this system, 
in combating the rinderpest in Europe, 
encouraged J. H. Lamprey to bring the 
subject under the notice of the Govern­ 
ment of India, where no efficient remedy 
was known for this rapidly fatal illness, 
which annually carries off a large ¡lercent- 
age of cattle of every kind. 
An order in 
Council has been issued, after the most 
careful investigation of the merits of the 
system, and of the probability of securing 
its favorable reception by native proprie­ 
tors. 
In order to carry out this object, 
some native Indian students who have re­ 
ceived their education at the Cirencester 
Agricultural College, are now undergoing 
a course of instruction at the Paris labora­ 
tory of M. Pasteur, and will shortly pro­ 
ceed to stations in India, to dispense the 
vaccine, which is applied to elephants as 
well as to oxen and other beasts. 
It is 
confidently expected that their labors will 
be attended with the same suecess that fol - 
lowed the introduction of the system into 
those countries where it is aow in full 
operation, with an ultimate prospect of the 
total extermination of the most serious 
maladies, working great 
havoc among 
Hocks and herds throughout the world. 
The elephant, in a domestic state, is liable. 
a3 well as other animals in the service of 
man, to certain epidemic diseases.—illus­ 
trated London dieus.

PHILOSOPHY OF M U U iE R . 


H ow it

from O th er C rim ea. 
Some crimes, like forgery, burglary and 
the like, are in the nature of professions, 
says the New Orleans Picayune. 
In order 
to succeed ¡11 them a certain technical 
training and a necessary skill are requisite. 
They may be classed as mechanical or use­ 
ful arts. 
Murder, ou the other hand, is 
usually the result of some profound or 
powerful motive operating not only on the 
passions, but upon the reason and the im­ 
agination, and acting with the force and 
energy of an impulse boru of inspiration. 
Murder often rises to the height of a fine 
art, and has been so designated by eminent 
essayists like DeQuincey. Thus it may be 
that the most red-handed and inexcusable 
slayer of his fellow-man is so far from 
being a physical monster, often gifted with 
exceptional good looks. 
As to the female 
murderers they are often extremely beau­ 
tiful. Any person who has happened to 
have noticed in the September issue of the 
Century Magazine the ¡portrait of Vera 
Figner, one of the most daring and d e s fr ­ 
ute of tlie Russian nihilists, will realize 
this. H er sweet, earnest, ingenuous, girl­ 
ish face suggest anything devoted, tender 
and pious, but not a hint of bloodshed. 
Nevertheless, she organized and managed 
in Odessa, in 1882, a revolutionary move­ 
ment which resulted in the assassination 
of General StrelmofF. Take the beautiful 
Charlotte Oorday, who assassinated the 
monster Marat. She was almost angelic in 
her purity and loveliness, and neither be­ 
fore uor after her long contemplated, care­ 
fully planned and bloody crime did bear 
the external impress of aught save extreme 
beauty. 
Murder is not an end but a means. 
There are human tigers who delight in 
bloodshed, but apart from these, murder 
belongs to one sex, elass or condition of 
life. 
Any one who may become possessed 
of a supreme ¡passion, such as jealousy, am­ 
bition, love or revenge, or even patriotism 
and religions fervor, may suddenly be be­ 
trayed into the commission of this capital 
crime. The most delicate physical consti­ 
tution, the most refined mental develop­ 
ment and the most tender, devoted and 
affectionate disposition, and the nicest 
sense of honor, do not exempt the pos­ 
sessor from temptation to shed blood on 
occasion. 
The more delicately organized 
mentally, the more high spirited morally, 
are no more free from murderous sugges­ 
tion than are the most brutal and ignorant. 
The greatest safeguard against murder is 
a strong development of the reasoning 
powers along with a proper moral training. 
Those refined and sensitive ¡people who are 
actuated by impulses rather than reason, 
make the small-featured and handsome 
murderers. 
Men with great noses, small 
chins and broad foreheads often make 
great soldiers, delighting in battle and 
slaughtering their foes without pity, in or­ 
der to accomplish a great public object; but 
they arc seldom murderers. They have 
too much good sense and directness of ¡pur­ 
pose, even where moral qualities are lack­ 
ing, to be guilty of assassination. 
The ha­ 
bitually criminal classes, depraved by 
association, weakened by evil heredity anil 
brutalized by drink, are left out of this dis­ 
cussion for obvious reasons.

THE SUN DANCE. 


F e stiv a l C eleb rated W ith S elf-T ortu re Dy 
th e C row s. 
The Crows have a sun dance of their 
own, writes a Cincinnati Enquirer corre­ 
spondent. The dance originates iu a spirit 
of revenge, and through it they seein to 
seek to secure the assistance of the Supreme 
Being in carrying out their plans for ven­ 
geance and in prosecuting their wars and 
horse-stealing expeditions. 
Beside the strings by which the dancer 
is fastened through the sinews of the chest 
and back to a long pole, the brave en­ 
deavors to procure good luck by mutilating 
himself with knives iu many parts of the 
body. 
Some of the young men fasten 
buftiilo heads to the muscles of the back 
and dance themselves free and through 
and about camp. Their legends say that 
God made them first of all human beings, 
the other Indians next, and the white man 
at the last as punishment for some offenses. 
I low much bodily pain one of these Crow 
warriors cau undergo I witnessed in 1880 
near this post. 
It was in the fall of that 
year when Hon. Carl Schurz, the then 
Secretary of the Interior, visited the cap­ 
tured Sioux and Cheyennes near Fort 
Keogh. 
The honorable gentleman desired 
to observe the natives at one of their 
dances and feasts, and General Miles, our 
commanding officer, conducted him to the 
neighlioring encampment. The writer ac­ 
companied the party, which went 011 horse­ 
back. 
As we neared the spot we beheld 
several hundreds of Indians squatted down 
on the grass, singing, shouting and drum­ 
ming. They were not dancing just then, 
but were enjoying a star performance by a 
solitary warrior—a Crow Indian—some­ 
thing of an excruciatingly humorous na­ 
ture—a highly-seasoned and palatable side 
dish in the feast, so to speak. 
The stalwart Crow stood in the center of 
the circle, entirely naked with the excep­ 
tion of the proverbial breeeh-cloth ; the 
blood was streaming from a hundred gashes 
which he was inflicting 
upon 
chest, 
shoulders, abdomen, arms and legs with 
sharp-edged knives, banded to liim alter­ 
nately by some of the Sioux and Cheyenne 
braves. 
The sight was too much for the some­ 
what sensitive organization of the fastidi­ 
ous Secretary, and giving his horse the 
spurs he soon escaped from the disgusting 
spectacle. The attending Indians enjoyed 
the performance hugely, for they soon 
were chatting away and laughing gayly 
while the horrible and certainly very pain­ 
ful mutilation was going on. The inter­ 
preter informed me that it was an atone­ 
ment ceremony on the part of the Crow, 
who liad killed in the preceding winter a 
Sioux. 
From the same souree I learned 
afterward that the very bight of the fes­ 
tivity was reached by the audience when 
the ¡performer finally permitted his body 
to be washed with vinegar, after which he 
indulged in fits and convulsions. 


AMERICAN ODD FELLOWS. 


M em b ersh ip o f th e O rder in th e U nited 
S ta tes—T h e R e lie f D isb u rsem en ts. 
The statistics concerning the Order of 
Odd Fellowship in this country presented 
at the session of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge at Los Angeles show a total mem­ 
bership of ->>3,722. being a gain of 25,­ 
422 for the past year. 
The lodge initia­ 
tions for the year aggregated 53,331, ex­ 
ceeding 1,000 a week through the twelve 
months. The relief disbursements amounted 
to $2,353,765 02, being an increase of 
$126.441 52. There was a gain of §405,­ 
319 05 in the total revenue, the grand ag­ 
gregate being $6,065,091 42. 
There was 
an unprecedented increase in the Rebekah 
Lodge membership. The number admitted 
in 1837 was 18,810. The total membership 
at the end of the year was 86,101. 
Important rulings have been made dur­ 
ing the year in regard to the Rebekah de­ 
gree. 
Members of a Grand Lodge wili not lie 
¡permitted to lie present at the exemplifica­ 
tion of the Rebekah degree, unless meni- 
liers of Rebekah Degree lodges in giwd 
standing. 
The reason is that the nev 
ritual is designed for the use of degree 
lodges of the Daughters of Rebekah only, 
and those who are not in ¡possession of 
the degree .os revised have no right to wit- 
nesa it. 
A woman divorced, a vinculo matrimo­ 
nii, her father being a third degree mem­ 
ber, is eligible to membership in a Kobekah 


THE KINDERGARTEN. 


V alu-i o f th e I n s titu tio n In E s ta b lis h in g 
th e F o u n d a tio n o f C h aracter. 
_ Certainly all will agree that the most 
important of all work is the foundation. 
I11 education, as in everything, if the 
child is started as he should be, if the love 
of gaining knowledge is implanted in his 
soul, and if he is taught to use his facul­ 
ties, he is just so much better to acquire 
knowledge. 
The kindergarten lias a three-fold na­ 
ture, mental, moral and physical. 
In child life the senses unfold readily to 
methods of culture, and the intellectual 
strength depends on this culture. 
The series of play objects in the hands 
of the children are simple, yet contain 
many truths of art and science. 
It is better by far to let the child grow 
naturally into school life; certainly a great 
mistake on the part of parents to put him 
in a school without the general informa­ 
tion and gradual development a child re­ 
ceives in a kindergarten. 
In the kindergarten the instruction 
given is a pleasure to the child. A child 
at 5 or 6 years has not the mental capacity 
of one a few years older. The brain of a 
child grows most before it is 7, and the 
greatest care should be taken that it is not 
overtaxed. 
The object lessons become more and 
more difficult, but very gradually, and the 
whole time the child is being prepared for 
the school life which is to follow. 
Physical culture holds a prominent 
place in the aims of the kindergarten. 
\\ itliout a healthy body a healthy mind 
cannot exist. 
Games and gymnastics help to develop 
the little bodies. A child is naturally 
active, and to give way to the activity is a 
great pleasure as well as a benefit. 
The child also becomes conscious of his 
own individuality, yet regards the rights 
of others in the game he plays, and many­ 
an opportunity occurs where one child can 
help another. 
_ The whole spirit of the kindergarten is 
in these words: 
“ Be you to others kind and true 
As you'd have others b e to you.” 
The moral nature is most certainly de­ 
veloped. The continual doing of things 
that are true and right, the feeling of love 
for that which is beautiful and good, must 
have an immense influence 011 the after 
life, if it is shed on a child while it is so 
tender and while tt is each day forming 
habits that will last all through life. 
Many of our poor children never see a 
bright, happy room, or know anything of 
life that is bright. 
To awaken in them 
a love for better tilings, and to lead them 
to use the faculties that God has given 
them, is a great work, and a work that 
should be done to a very much larger ex­ 
tent than at present.—M. Clifton, in the 
Epoch. 


A IcClaughrey*fl N erve. 
“ The news of the resignation of Colonel 
McClaughrey, Warden of Joilet,” said 
Robert C. Wahldorf, a merchant of Ches­ 
ter, Til., “ recalls to my mind an instance 
in which he showed nerve and presence of 
mind such as would have been exhibited 
by few. Some ten years ago I was sum­ 
moned as a witness in a case of burglary, 
and the criminal was sentenced to fifteen 
years in Joilet. McClaughrey was warned 
that the man was a most desperate char­ 
acter, and told to keep a sharp eye on him. 
This he did, but, as the man’s behavior 
was ¡perfect, the vigilance of the guards was 
somewhat relaxed, and he was treated like 
any other prisoner. 
“ This was what he was waiting for, and 
one day, when moving from the work-sliop 
to the dinner-room, he shifted out of the 
line and passed through a passage leading 
to the Warden’s office. There was 110 pos­ 
sibility of his leaving the penitentiary un­ 
observed, but he determined to get a start, 
if possible, by terrorizing the Warden. 
McClaughrey was sitting at his desk writ­ 
ing when the convict cauie in. 
He was a 
tremendously powerful fellow, weighing 
fifty pounds more than the Warden, and 
his physical superior in every way. ‘ I am 
going through there,’ were his first words, 
pointing to a window behind the desk, 
and you can’t stop me.’ 
McClaughrey 
looked up with a smile, entirely conceal­ 
ing his astonishment, and said : ‘Well, go 
on ; I can’t stop you, and won’t try. There’s 
a man outside with a sixteen-shooter who 
may stop you, but I shan’t. 
W hat have 
you to complain of anyway ? 
Are you not 
well treated ?’ 
“ In this way lie got the man into con­ 
versation, and after a few minutes said: 
‘ By the way, your friends are getting up a 
petition for your pardon, which I have in 
my desk. 
I think that it will go through, 
and that you are very foolish to try and 
escape now. 
I will show it to yon, and see 
what you think of it.’ Saying this, he 
opened a drawer and pretended to be rum­ 
maging about for some papers, but in re­ 
ality managed to take out his revolver and 
lay it on his lap.

H e E x p ec t G rant's A r m ; to M eet 
H im T h er e? 
It is generally believed that Geuer.il 
Sherman abandoned Atlanta and marched 
to the sea to carry out a plau of campaign 
mapped out in his mind mouths before. 
This view is favored by some war histories, 
but the facts of the case as understood here 
do not bear it out. The General h ad not been 
in Atlanta many days before he issued an 
order requiring Confederate sympathizers 
to go south and the Union citizens to go 
north. 
At that time the wealthiest and 
most prominent Union man in the city was 
W illiam Markham. H e was a North­ 
erner, and his sentiments were well known . 
to both the Confederates and the Federate, 
lie had borne a conspicuous part in the 
formal surrender of the place to the in­ 
vaders, and they naturally looked to him 
for information and advice. 
When the 
order was issued commanding the people 
to leave the city Mr. Markham went to 
the Commander and protested. 
“General,” he said, after making his ap­ 
peal, “this order will send thousands of 
innocent people out into the world home­ 
less, helpless and starving.” 
“It is the fortune of war,” replied Sher­ 
man. 
“1 must look after the safety and 
comfort of my army. Seven of my soldiers 
are worth more to me than seven thou­ 
sand of your citizens and the whole eitv. 
1 have 300 miles of railway between me 
and my base of communication, and it 
will be difficult to feed my soldiers. 
You 
will see that I cannot undertake to feed 
several thousand of your people, some of 
them enemies and some of them useless 
friends. 
It is simply a case of self-preser­ 
vation with me. 
“Then you intend to remain here?” in­ 
quired Mr. Marharu. 
“Remain h ere!” repeated the General. 
“That is absolutely settled. 
1 shall hold 
Atlanta until the war ends.” 
A day or two later General Sherman 
called to see him at his residence, and 
talked more freely. 
“ My engineers,” he said, “are making a 
survey for an inner line of fortifications 
running through the outskirts of the citv. 
The Confederate breastworks are too far out, 
and will require too many soldiers to man 
them. 
When I get through Atlanta will 
be as strongly fortified as Gibraltar, and 
just as impregnable.” 
“ You are determined to stay?” 
“ Yes, I told you that the other day. 
The fall of Richmond is expected daily. 
When that occurs Grant’s army will march 
through the Confederacy to this point and 
the war will end right here.” 
During the week the General saw Mr. 
Markham several times, and his talk was 
always of the same tenor. 
Not once did 
he utter a word that indicated a purpose to 
march to Savannah or any other point. 
The one idea of holding Atlanta until 
Grant joined him seemed to be uppermost 
in his mind. 
As he related the.-e interesting matters 
of histor., the other day, Mr. Markham 
spoke witli emphasis. 
He recollected the 
events of the stirring period as if they 
had occurred yesterday, ami he never hes­ 
itated to recall a name or a date or the 
words used in conversation. 
“ Are you certain that Sherman’s march 
to the sea was not contemplated by him 
when he captured A tlanta ?” 
Mr. Markham paused to consider the 
question. 
“I am reasonably certain,” be responded. 
“ The General talked with me apparently 
without reserve. He made possible prep­ 
aration to hold the city, and he seemed to 
be confident th at G rant’s army would 
capture Richmond in a short time and fol­ 
low Lee’s soldiers through Virginia and 
the Carolinas into Georgia.” 
“ W hat caused him to change his plans, 
and go to the coast, and then northward to 
meet Grant ?” 
“ I think that it was the desperate battle 
at Altoona. 
When Hood’s men moved 
around in his rear he saw that it was im­ 
possible to hold his line of communication 
with his base of supplies. 
He could not 
think of retreating, and so his only course 
was to strike out through Georgia, destroy­ 
ing everthing in his pathway.” 
“ So his celebrated march was not a part 
of his original programme, but was an af­ 
terthought ?” 
“ That is my belief, based upon what lie 
told me, and upon what I saw.” 
As the writer looked at Mr. Markham, 
and noted his serene appearance, he could 
not resist the temptation of asking him 
another question. 
“Mr. Markham, how much did Sherman’s 
visit to Atlanta cost you?” 
“At least §114,000 in buildings alone, I 
cannot now estimate the value ol' the other 
property that was lost, but it amounted to 
a large sum.” 
“ Did the Government ever reimburse 
you ?” 
“ No, I put in a claim, but it was a year 
too late, and I was told it would take a 
special Act of Congress. 
I have taken no 
further steps! ” 
Mr. Markham found General Sherman 
a very expensive acquaintance, hut in his 
pros[ierous and 
contented old age lie 
seem: to care very little about it. 
He 
has made another foftune since those days, 
and is, perphaps, better satisfied witli the 
new Atlanta than he was w ith the old. 


H ow T h ey A re M ad e—T h e A n cien ts H ad 
G old an d S ilv er O n es. 
The Paris trade in glass eyes must lie a 
very rich one, for every week there are 
nearly a thousand enameled eyes made in 
Paris, says the San Francisco Chronicle. 
The important manufacturers, the scien­ 
tific men, the artists of the ¡profession, in­ 
habit the Faubourg St. Honoré and the 
neighborhood of the Madeleine. 
They 
travel all over Europe, and transport their 
manufactures to St. Petersburg, Vienna, 
and even Constantinople. The sumptu­ 
ously furnished salons in which they re­ 
ceive their clients in Paris indicate con­ 
nections 
among 
the wealthier classes. 
They generally select a one-eyed servant, 
replacing the organ of which he is defi­ 
cient with one of the best articles of their 
manufacture. 
When a client, a little 
frightened perhaps at the prospect of an 
operation, hesitates about confiding an 
eyelid to the instrument of an operator, 
the latter rings a bell and Jean Polyphe­ 
mus makes his appearance. 
“W hat do you think of this fellow ?” 
asks the operator of his client. 
“Study 
his features and tell me frankly what you 
think.” 
“He looks well enough,” answers the 
other, a little hesitatingly. 
•‘Well, Jean, reveal you secret to this 
gentleman.” 
Whereupon Jean introduces a knitting- 
needle under his eyelid, removes his eye 
and places it in the hand of the aston­ 
ished spectator as unconcernedly as though 
it were a shirt-stud. 
The cabinets of the large Parisian deal­ 
ers contain thousauds of samples of eyes, 
all slightly varying the one from the other. 
Some are small, others large; some black, 
others bine, hazel brown, light brown, 
biuisli and greenish gray. 
There are 
laughing children’s eyes, the liquid-look­ 
ing eyes ol young girls, the languid eyes of 
middle-aged women, eyes with an amiable 
or sinister expression, or severe, official 
eyes, or the slightly filmy eyes of old men. 
Many of the French dealers, too, keep 
eyes which they loan out by the week or 
month, or even for special occasions, and 
there is a constantly accumulating stock of 
eyes which have been returned because 
they would not fit some fastidious cus­ 
tomer. The manufacture of artificial eyes 
consists of three very distinct operations. 
Before the artist, who is seated at a table, 
is a lamp, the flame of which, blown by a 
bellows moved by the foot, gives a pointed 
jet of the strength lie desires, and within 
reach of his hand are tiiaced rods of enamel 
of different colors. 
He begins by taking a 
hollow tube of colorless crystal, one of the 
extremities of which being soon melted by 
the fire of the lamp, forms a hall when 
blown. 
As the color given by the crystal 
has no resemblance to that of the sclerotica, 
usually called the white of the eye, the first 
labor is to color the ball in such a manner 
that it may be of the same tint as the nat­ 
ural eye. 
To attain this result he applies 
to the ball enamels of different colors, 
which, amalgamating with that of the 
crystal in a pasty state, gradually give it 
the natural tint of the eye. This obtained, 
he makes a circular opening in the center 
iris. The artist begins on the iris, which 
is formed by the use of several amalga­ 
mated enamels. 
The iris finished, he 


places in its center a spot of black enamel; 
this is the pnpil, which he encircles with 
its areola, and lie concludes by drawing 
those infinitely small fibres which are 
found in the iris. The globe of the eye 
being completed, it remains now to ¡place 
it iu the center of the ball. 
Nothing Ls 
more simple. 
The hole made in the ball, 
which becomes the sclerotica, having lieen 
calculated according to the size of the eve 
globe, it is ¡placed in it and soldered by 
means of the lamp. This done and the 
artist’s finishing touches having rectified 
the small imperfections of the whole work, 
it only remains to pare this ball in order 
to obtain the eye shell: 
No mold of any 
kind is used, the breath and hand of the 
artist being alone employed. 
Each artist, 
by the by, is persuaded that he alone 
possesses the best formula for producing 
the most liquid enamels, whose color is 
most like that of nature. 
The profession of the oculist is older 
than would lie imagined. The ancients 
made artificial eyes of two classes, the 
csblephari and the hypoblepharl. The first 
were formed of a circle of iron, which 
passing around the head, had at one end of 
its extremities a thin sheet of metal, cov­ 
ered with a very fine skin, on which was 
painted an eye with its eyeli.te and lashes. 
It was iufnet nothing more than a small 
painted bandage, 
which concealed the 
cavity of the lost eye. 
The hypoblepliari were pla ed in the 
orbital cavity, and were formed of a me­ 
tallic shell, something like a walnut, on 
which was painted the iris, the pnpil and 
the white of the eye. 
Some of the latter 
were made of gold and silver, and it is re­ 
lated that at a period of general distress 
two citizens of Latium carried their a rti-, 
ficiai eyes to the public treasury, in the 
same way that the French women offered 
their trinkets as patriotic gifts during the 
first revolution. Artificial eyes were, no 
doubt, rarities during the middle ages, but 
became common enough after the inven­ 
tion of ¡porcelain eyes in the sixteenth 
century. 
It was not until the eighteenth 
century that the era of glass or enamel 
eves commenced.

When the boy wants to get mar­ 
ried iie tells his mother all about it. She 
talks with the father, and if both are wil­ 
ling to accept the girl as their daughter 
they repair to the house of her parents, 
taking with them a chiquihuit ol fowls, 
fruits, bread, ears of dried corn and strings 
of peppers. They organize a sort of pro­ 
cession, composed of their relatives and 
friends, headed by a band of music, thus 
publicly proclaiming their intention. 
It is good form for the girl’s mother to 
politely refuse the first request until she 
lias had time to consult the maiden as to 
her wishes in the matter, and to find out 
what her own friends may think of it. 
She sends the procession home completely 
in the dark as to the results of its mission. 
If the answer be irrevocably unfavorable, 
she simply sends back to the ¡parents of 
the would-be lover their baskets, witli the 
contents untouched. 
If, on the contrary, 
she be inclined to entertain the proposals, 
in the course of a week or two she sends 
to them another chiquihuit filled with 
similar offerings.—Letter from Honduras. 


U u fe rm e n te d W in ?. 
This receipe is from the Union Siqnal: 
Pick the grapes from the stem and wash. 
Cook with water as for jelly, until soft. 
Strain through a flannel bag. To one 
quart of juice add three-quarters of a 
pound of granulated sugar. 
Let the juice 
boil and skim it, then ¡mt in the sugar anil 
cook until dissolved. 
Put boiling hot in 
self-sealing jars or bottles corked and 
sealed. 
Another manner of making unfermented 
wine, sweetened to suit those who prefer 
it, isas follows: Mash the grapes and press 
out the juice. 
Before boiling it, sweeten 
to the extent desired with best white 
sugar ; strain carefully; fill the bottles and 
seat them upon a wooden foundation in a 
boiler; surround them with water up to 
the necks; bring to a boil and boil ten 
minntes ; then from one of the bottles till 
all the rest, to make up loss by evaporation, 
and cork them while h o t; after corking, 
seal tke corks, the sulphurous acid gas, 
impregnating the juices, will be volatilized 
and driven off' by the heat. 
By putting 
up the wine in this way, it can he kept 
two years or mure.

The report contains 
much that ito fspejial inter-.Fttoijacramentans. 
and is as follows : 
To the Honorable Slate Board of Prison Dicol­ 
ora—Gentlem en : 1 have the pleasure to sub 
m il herewith my annual report for the thirty- 
nintb fiscal year, showing in detail the opera 
i tions of the Folsem State Prison, 
i 
Having assumed charge of the prison on De­ 
i cember as, 1*87, you are respectfully referred to 
I the siatislics furnished from the records to in­ 
i formation prior to tlm time. 
I 
The financial condition of the prison at the 
close of the year, as well as all the transactions 
for the year, are fullv set forth in the report of 
the t erk, submitted herewith. 
The appropriation m ade by the Legislature 
for th e support of tn e Folsom Prison for the 
thirty-ninth and lortteth fiscal years was 8250.- 
¿00. It w ill be seen by th e C lerk’s report th at 
less th an h alf o f th e appropriation was neces­ 
sary fo rth e first year. To be exact, we used 
S 13,573 7! from th e general appropriation, leav­ 
ing a hr. 1 slice of i l l 428 28. 
In audition to this we closed the year w ith 
cash on h a r d , SI,492 25; ca di in State Prison 
fun-!, t6,56i 49; due 
from 
sundry 
debtors, 
#4,737 31; am ounts paid on H ay and June pay 
j r.-U, $427 9i; m aking a total of available cash 
I a- -rts, besiocs the balance of the appropriation, 
; of 313,239 99. 
ft w ill be seen from th e above th a t we w ill 
not reqnire so large an appropriation lor the 
ensuing two years, although th e fact th a t all 
your convict labor lorce is. and w ill be em ­ 
ployed on ¡i-<n-remunerative work, onjthe con­ 
struction oi the Corn and canal for the next two 
years, and w e w ill have to depend solely on 
the appropriation for suppott. w hich w ill be 
necessarily larger than it would be if we could 
use our force in quarrying stones for the m arket. 
A 'ter m aking due allow ance for all contingen­ 
cies th at m ay arise, I estim ate th a t we w ill re­ 
quire SI 10,000 for the forty-first fiscal year, and 
th e sam e am ount for the forty-second fiscal year. 
By that tim e th e dam aud canal will be com ­ 
pleted, and th e labor of th e convicts w ill largely 
decrease th e burden of th e State, if not elim i­ 
nate it altogether. 
The report of the Deputy W arden presents 
some Interesting tables as to th e previous condi­ 
tions o f those com m itted to prison, aud also 
show s th a t by decrease of com m itm ents, re 
m oval to San" Q uentin, and death, th e num ­ 
ber of co -v icts has decreased from 602 at the 
1."-ginning of the year, to 421 al the close o f it—a 
decrease during the year of 1S1. 
We have ceil room for6:0 m en. The new wing 
to th e m ain prison, com pleted in Jan u ary last, 
lias room for cells to at com m odate 400 more 
prisoners. 
The large decrease in (he num ber of prisoners 
proportionately iacreasethepcr capita per diem 
cost, as it requires as la-ge official and guard 
force to properly and securely work 400 prison­ 
ers as it would .300. It requites a certain num- 
r of m en to establish a guard line in the ab­ 
sence of a prison wall, and it requires th at force 
for a smaller num ber and no more for a larger 
number o f prisoners. 
The physician’s report is interesting in le.'tu- 
ing the nit-repeated assertion th a t this is an m i­ 
lieu tny location for a pris >u 
T he contrary is 
th e fart. T he d eath rate is lower, and pereeut- 
a 
age o f excuses from labor on account o f slck- 
ness less than in any prison w ithin my know l 
edge. In th is connection, I am quite certain 
th a t by substituting iron stone pipe, w ith proper 
traps and cut-offs, for the pieseut clum sy sys­ 
tem o¡ sew erage, th e h ealth i f both convicts 
and freem en w ill be greatly im proved. 
Your 
honorable Board have already passed a n order 
d irecting this to b • done, and I hope to th o r­ 
oughly im prove the sew er system o; th e prison 
in the early spring. 
D uring th e l ist six m onths of th e re a r, the 
conduct aud diciplinc of th e prisoners has been 
exceptionally g od. 
Very few breaches to th e 
prison roles have occurred", and only o f a triv ial 
nature. 
The unrem itting iutere t in the w rk ol the 
prison, so d.s'incU y m an it re-I by ; he officers 
and guards, lias been com m unicated in 
large 
degree to the convicts, w ho have been th is 
stim ulated to ex tra eseriio n t> stcu re all the 
benefits to be derived from good conduct, h ard 
work, and a < h-jorful com pliance w ith all the 
rules laid dow n by your honorable Board for 
tlieir guidance. 


IMPKOVEMKN1S DURING 


A BOVS' REFORMATORY 
Is one oi tlic crying needs of this State, where 
the youthful criminal, convicted for tlic first 
time, may be segregated from the older and 
more hardened criminal, and an effort made to 
reclaim him before vice has taken too deep 
root. That eon never be done in our State 
Prisons. We have at present near one hundred 
boys under the age ot 20 years that under no 
circumstances should be allowed to mingle with 
the older criminals. There is an Industrial 
•School in San Francisco, but it is a city iustitu- 
tion, and not fitted by location or surroundings 
for a State Reformatory. 
The porch.'-e cf a tr-set of land adjoiniug this 
prison and the location of a reformatory for 
boys, would aft'ord an opportunity to utilize all 
the power derived from tiie canal. It can read­ 
ily be couvvyed by electric wires insufficient 
quantities to give the boys a course of m echan­ 
ical training that will fit them lor uselul citi­ 
zens upon tlieir discharge. 
The entire tract can be placed under a high 
state of cultivation, being irrigated by tne 
waters oi the canal, pumped to any bight upon 
the suirounding hills practically free cf cost, 
and the l eys can be given practical lessons in 
vitieu ture and agriculture that will furnish 
them e. vocation wceiebv they can cara an hon­ 
est living, in Australia the prisons conduct an 
experimental farm, under the direction of the 
Government Board of Agriculture, with good 
results and my judgment is, that it would well 
re-r ay the outiav m tats State. 
1 submit herewith estimates of the cost of put­ 
ting in the necessary building at the Stttc fall 
for the pun ose oi utilizing the power; also, 
eslim atis for the necessary water-wheels, two 
forty-horse dynamos for lighting tlie prison aud 
grounds by night and running the q u an y der- 
r c k s in the daytime, together with cost of 
electric plant for lighting purposes ; also, a 
pump si'ffb-ieut to raise 703,1)00 gallons of water 
daily to a bight of 300 feet, w ith the necessary 
piping for the same, aud the eo t of reservoir. 
These estimat s are lor the necessary cash 
outlay, the work to be done bv convict labor. 
1 uiso present estimates :or ironstone sewer 
pipe for sewerage. As these things will be 
needed wi’hin the next two years, it will be 
necessary for the next Leg si a' ure to make the 
appropriation, aud i a-k your recommendation 
to tliut effect.

The completion of the annex to the prison 
building during the past year, and of the new 
iron roof over the cell buihbug 
lias added 
largely to the comfort of the building, as well 
as to i;s beauty. The old wooden and tin r. of 
was a eons ant menace to the satety of the 
pi iron, both from the elements and from 
escapes. The raising of the wall four feet, and 
the addition of a row of apertures near the roof, 
has greatly improved the ventilation, and in a 
measure recounts for the rema kabie heaithv 
condition of the convicts this summer. Tiie 
annex will have a capacity ¡or 200 double cells, 
hut as we have cell room for our present and 
immediate wants It will not be n-cessary to 
utilize the room at present. 
The work un:iti the annex was done exclus­ 
ive’ y by convict labor, and presents a striking 
contrast to the contract labor as shown in tire- 
old building, very much to the detriment of the 
latter. 
The building of the annex nece-sitated a new 
guard l*>st at that point. In January la t we 
began the post, and completed the’ same in 
June. It is ofcut stone, with cement floors and 
corrugated-roil roof, nnd is one of the hand­ 
somest structures ol the kind on the coast. Tin 
first story is occupied by the armory; the second 
story us a sleeping apartment, and the upper 
story' by a Gatlirg gun. affording a Hue siveepof 
the surrounding country. 
On the 1st of April the honorable Hoard r 
icinded a former order prohibiting the sale of 
granite, aud directed me to quarry and dress 
stone for the genera! market, and to sell tf 
same to the best interest ol the otate. 
I tegan cutting street curbing at once, and 
offered the sacre for sale ¡u san Francisco and 
,er interior market t. first learning the price 
asked by other quarries, sow- to not v.nd r.eil 
or compete with the fr iduct of free labor. Fr. m 
the ¡list orders came iu rninh fr.-rer than we 
could fill them , The first curbing w us so d ior 
5 cents per lineal foot, w bi.h nr ce Increased 
to 50 cents, to 58 cents, and finally to to oni­ 
on the 1st of June, delivered o:i the cars at Fol­ 
som, which was the rhlirg price at that date 
when we were compelled to cease cutting to no­ 
gin work on th e dam and cana1. Dressed stone 
likewise brought a very high j.ri.v ar.d v - 
dosed the quarry Jane n t w i;h ordcis tno gh 
on hand to have kept the entire available lore-: 
busy for a y;ar. 
At the prices obtained fi.r stone work the con­ 
victs could easily earn S’ net per capita, per 
diem, for all employed in or around the quarry. 
It will be readily seen that the employing of tVi 
percent, of our force at quarrying would yield a 
r venue sufficient to pay the expense rf the en­ 
tire force and cease to be a burden to the .state. 
The reason of ihe increased demand and in ­ 
creased price of stone work is found in the 
rapid advancement our state has made iu the 
pad year or two. As our cities become more 
' 
' 
state liecomes more valú­ 
an increased di m a ul for 
mure substantial buildings, and the granite 
quarries will naturally be called tremí ¡.. sup­ 
ply the demand. 
The working of convict» st qu ,r;ying and 
dressing stone need not necessarily compete 
with free labor, if the price asked by the .81 tc 
for the product of the quarries is fully up to the 
market rates. It Is only when the price i~ re­ 
duced to a point below what would be fair com­ 
pensation for free labor that the competition be­ 
comes hurt til. 
That labor is best suited for the employment 
of c uvicts n.'d yields the test rc-ulp-, where 
the row material is of minimum value, a-’d the 
largest percentage of the price c.bmiued for the 
product is for the labor performed in preparing 
it for market. Hence the quarrying and dress­ 
ing of stone hnv long been considered ss being 
peculiarly adapted for convict labor. No ex- 
jiensive plant is required. No great skill is ueccs 
sary to operate intricate machinery. The raw 
material comes out ot the ground practically 
f r e of cost, save for the labor performed, auu 
the price obtained is the reward of convict labor 
and industry. I have great faith that good re­ 
sults will be produced in the future operations 
of the quarry.

The ref-ort then quotes at length from the 
J;i:< op.n-U.vi-N of April 16th last, a full history 
of the various Acts of the Legislature relative 
to the Folsom Prison, and continues as lollows;

loet, er.d the power to be attained by th 2 ótate 
was increased from 27-0 horse power to 600 horse­ 
power and many other rights and privileges 
vero definitely secured to the irate, that liad 
been a constant bcotuce of trouble and annoy­ 
ance. 
Amongst these was the right to r-ump water, 
and lay sewer pipes along the company's land, 
to m aintain proper guard posts, freight houses, 
etc., on their land. The p e ra .m eat free use of 
their railroad (com the town of Folscgn to the 
prison, as well as the perpetual right cf ingress 
and egress to the prison. 
These jirelimina-ies having been nettled, 
ground was broken on the new work by a tm ati 
torn; no Jot;,. P,t, and cu the 1st id July the 
work was weD ad.anced. 
We hope to complete the dam ami carol to

With a small outlay of labor a storage reser­ 
voir can be made at an elevation of 2¡70 feet, 
where a large body of water can be accumu­ 
lated in the winter and eariy spring, fur irriga­ 
tion, while the capacity ot our present reser­ 
voirs arc ample for domestic use. 
liie estimates lor the power building and 
wheels are based upon the ultimate use of all 
the resistaut power. 
In conclusion, 1 congratulate your honorable 
Bos.rd, his Excellency, Governor W atcnuau, 
and the people of the State, upon ¡he marked 
progress that has been made in prison manage­ 
m ent during the past year. 
The oft-repeated charge that our prisons are 
a play-ground, and a school tor crime, instead 
ot penal aud reformatory institutions, is 110 
longer heard. On the contrary, both prisons 
are not only employing alt their labor, nut 
really have uot a sufficient number ot convicts 
to meet their requirements. 
The statistics ¿how th at while our siate is 
rapidly increasing in population, the criminal 
clement is at a standstill, if uot slightly decreas­ 
ing. We hid fair to s ain have our prisons iu a 
condition to compare favorably with the best in 
America. 
I sincerely thank the members of the Board 
for their uniform courtesy, and the promptness 
with which they responded to any suggestion 
that would insure to the best interests of the 
State.
